Survey Overview 


Apercu de l’enquéte 


The Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours is 


designed to measure, On a monthly basis, the levels and 
month-to-month trends of payroll employment, paid 
hours and earnings. These measures are compiled at 
detailed industrial levels for Canada, the Provinces and 
Territories. 


All employers in Canada, except those primarily 
concerned with agriculture, fishing and trapping, private 
household services, religious organizations and defence 
services, form the target population for the survey. 


Conceptually, the SEPH reference period is the last seven 
days in any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month. 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information provided by firms of all sizes and in the case 
of government units, by Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Data are released for the two latest reference months. 
The preliminary month’s estimates and the preceding 
revised month’s estimates are based on response rates 
of approximately 80% and 90% respectively. 


DEFINITIONS 
Employee: 


Any person(s) drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences, and for whom the employer is required to 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form. 


Average Earnings: 


Gross taxable payrolls divided by the number of 
employees on payrolls equals average earnings. Excluded 
from the payroll dollar amounts are taxable allowances 
and benefits, lump sum special payments, certain types 
of non-wage compensation as well as employer 
contributions to unemployment insurance, 
Canada/Quebec pension plans, provincial medical plans, 
worker’s compensation and other welfare plans.

@ Growth in industrial aggregate’ average weekly earnings” 
continued to abate in October. Employees averaged weekly 
earnings of $554.65 in October, an increase of 2.4% since 
the beginning of 1992.

@ Compared to September, industrial aggregate average 
weekly earnings increased 0.15%. Finance, insurance and 
real estate (1.2%) and trade (1.1%) recorded growth rates in 
excess of the industrial aggregate. 


@ Canada industrial aggregate payroll employment was 
9,894,000 in October. The level of payroll employment was 
virtually unchanged from September following three months 
of decline. The only provinces to record increased 
employment were British Columbia, Quebec and Nova Scotia 


e@ At the Canada level, declining employment in 
transportation, communication and other utilities was offset 
by growth in educational services and public administration.

@ For the first time in twenty-two months, more than half 
of the service producing industries recorded year-over-year 
employment growth. The October employment diffusion 
index was 0.51 for service producing industries.

INTRODUCTION 


The Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH) 
Program is now releasing selected data on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. 


Seasonally adjusted data are available for 21 
industrial groups’ for Canada and the Industrial 
Aggregate for each province or territory. The 
variables that are seasonally adjusted are: 
®@ total number of employees 
@ average weekly earnings for all employees 
® average hourly earnings for hourly paid employees 
® average weekly hours for hourly paid employees 


Seasonally adjusted series for selected SEPH 
establishment-based data are published monthly in 
"Employment, Earnings and Hours" (Catalogue 72- 
002). 


This article briefly describes the elements of a time 
series, Outlines SEPH’s revision policy for seasonally 
adjusted data, and presents highlights of the 
seasonally adjusted data. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 


Movements in economic time series are caused by 
changes in the seasonal, trend-cycle and irregular 
components. A seasonally adjusted series is one from 
which seasonal movements have been eliminated. 
Seasonal movements are defined as those which are 
caused by regular annual events such as climate, 
holidays, vacation periods, and cycles related to crops, 
production and retail sales associated with Christmas 
and Easter. Seasonally adjusted series contain 
irregular as well as longer term cyclical fluctuations. 
Seasonally adjusted SEPH data provide better and 
more precise information on the magnitude of non- 
seasonal changes affecting the employment, earnings 
and hours data on an industry/geography basis.

Cet article décrit brigvement les éléments d’une_ série 
chronologiques ainsi que le profil de la politique de révision de 
l‘EERH pour les données désaisonnalisées et présente des faits 
Saillants. 


DESAISONNALISATION 


Les fluctuations des séries chronologiques économiques sont 
causées par deS mouvements saisonniers, cycliques et 
irréguliers des composantes. Une série désaisonnalisée est une 
série dont ona éliminé les effets des mouvements saisonniers. 
Ces derniers sont causés par des événements annuels réguliers 
comme les changements de température, congés fériés, les 
vacances, les cycles agricoles, la production et la vente au 
détail durant la période de Noél et de Paques. La série désai- 
sonnalisée contient a la fois des fluctuations irréguliéres et des 
fluctuations cycliques a long terme. Les données EERH désai- 
sonnalisées fournissent des renseignements plus précis sur 
l’‘ampleur des variations non saisonniéres se répercutant sur les 
données de l’emploi, des gains et de la durée du travail par la 
branche d’activité et région.

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The seasonal adjustment program differentiates 
between seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements in 
a series over a number of years and, on the basis of 
past movements, estimates appropriate seasonal 
factors for current data. 


Seasonally adjusted data are revised in light of the 
most recent information on changes in seasonality. 
Since frequent revisions can create difficulties for 
users of seasonally adjusted data, the SEPH revisions 
will be done once per year coincident with the release 
of the revised December reference month data each 
March. 


Most labour market indicators are published in both 
unadjusted and seasonally adjusted forms because 
each has its own use. The seasonally adjusted series 
produced by SEPH have been derived using X-11 
ARIMA. A technical description of the procedure is 
available from the Time Series Research and Analysis 
Division in Statistics Canada’. 


Seasonal adjustment is imperfect, so if a time 
series has an irregular movement that is larger than the 
seasonal variation, the seasonally adjusted series will 
be a poor estimate of non-seasonal change. In these 
situations, Time Series Analysis Division recommends 
using the raw data series. 


The industrial aggregate and individual industries 
are seasonally adjusted separately so the industries do 
not add up to the industrial aggregate. The SEPH 
program is presently evaluating the additivity notion 
for seasonally adjusted employment series. 


The graphs below compare the raw and seasonally 
adjusted data for employment and average weekly 
earnings in educational service industries.

Comme des révisions fréquentes peuvent causer 
des. difficultés pour les _ utilisateurs des données 
désaisonnalisées, les révisions EERH seront faites une fois par 
an de facgon a correspondre a la publication des données 
révisées du mois de référence de décembre au cours du mois 
civil de mars. 


La plupart des indicateurs du marché du travail sont 
publi6és sous une forme brute et sous une forme 
désaisonnalisée parce que les deux ont leurs utilisations 
propres. Les séries désaisonnalisées produites par |’EERH ont 
été traitées a l'aide de la version X-11 ARMMI. On peut se 
procurer la description technique des méthodes utilisées en 
s’adressant a la division des séries chronologiques, recherche 
et analyse, Statistique Canada’. 


La désaisonnalisation n’est pas parfaite. Si une série a des 
variations irréguli¢res plus importantes que les variations 
saisonniéres, la série désaisonnalisée sera une mauvaise 
estimation des changements non-saisonniers. Dans ce cas, la 
Division des séries chronologiques recommande d’utiliser la 
série brute. , 


L’ensemble des industries ainsi que chaque industrie sont 
désaisonnalisés individuellement de sorte que la somme de 
toutes les industries ne totalise pas |’ensemble des industries. 
Le programme de |’EERH évalue présentement I’additivité pour 
les séries désaisonnalisées de |’emploi. 


Les graphiques suivants comparent les données brutes et les 
données désaisonnalisées de l’emploi et de la rémunération 
hebdomadaire moyenne des services d’enseignement. 
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The seasonally adjusted series for educational services 
show that most of the monthly movements are driven 
by seasonality. Once the seasonality is removed, the 
trends are more easily identified. A "SEPH Analysis 
Guide", describing the seasonal patterns for specific 
industries is available upon request from the Labour 
Division. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SEASONAL PATTERN OF 
SELECTED INDUSTRIES 


Industrial aggregate employment shows a seasonal 
peak in the spring and summer and a seasonal drop 
during the winter months. These seasonal fluctuations 
originate mainly from the goods-producing industries. 
Logging and forestry, mining, quarrying and oil wells, 
manufacturing and construction show similar seasonal 
patterns. The employment in these industries peaks in 
the summer and falls during the winter months.

FAITS SAILLANTS DU MOUVEMENT SAISONNIER POUR 
CERTAINES INDUSTRIES 


L’emploi de |’ensemble des industries passe par un sommet 
saisonnier au printemps et a |’été et enregistre une diminution 
saisonniére au cours des mois d’hiver. Ces fluctuations 
Saisonniéres proviennent principalement de la _ branche 
productrice de biens. L’exploitation forestiére, les mines, 
carriéres et puits de pétrole, l'industrie manufacturiére et la 
construction ont une composante saisonniére semblable. 
L’emploi atteint un sommet en été et diminue au cours des 
mois d‘hiver. 
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For the industrial aggregate, average weekly earnings 
show virtually no seasonal fluctuations. This 
phenomenon arises because average weekly hours and 
average hourly earnings show opposite patterns. Hours 
peak in the summer, whereas hourly earnings hit their 
minimum.

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Accommodation, Food and Beverage Services, 
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In accommodation, food and beverage services, 
the average weekly hours series is the only variable 
depicting a clear seasonal pattern, attaining its peak 
during the summer months. The seasonal pattern in 
public administration clearly demonstrates the hiring of 
extra help for the summer months. In 1986 and 1991, 
the irregular peak in seasonally adjusted employment 
represents extra hiring for the Statistics Canada 
Census. During the summer, average weekly earnings 
reach their minimum level.

Pendant cette méme période, la rémunération 
hebdomadaire moyenne tombe a son minimum de I’année. 
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The unadjusted data for average weekly hours and the 
number of employees in construction both peak in the 
summer months. At the same time, the average 
hourly earnings reach its lowest level of the year.

Objectives 


Te Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours 


(SEPH) is primarily designed to provide monthly 
estimates of the total number of employees on 
payrolls, average weekly and hourly earnings and 
average weekly hours for Canada, provinces and 
territories at detailed industry levels. 


Target Population 


The target population is all employers in Canada 
except those primarily concerned with agriculture, 
fishing and trapping, private household services, 
religious organizations and defence services. SEPH 
draws its sample from the Business Register 
maintained by the Business Register Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Data Sources 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information obtained from employers of firms of all 
sizes and from the Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. All information except that related 
to employment and payroll statistics for the 
government units (federal, provincial and local levels of 
government) are provided by firms. 


Data Collection 


SEPH has four methods of data collection. 
Questionnaires are mailed out each month to the 
payroll office of employers. Telephone interviews are 
used for respondents who express a preference for 
being surveyed by telephone. Computer printouts are 
supplied by those respondents who prefer to report 
their data through their computerized payroll system. 
SEPH, via an exchange of data arrangement between 
the Labour and Public Institutions Divisions of 
Statistics Canada, is supplied with government units 
records providing general government services which 
are under the collection responsibility of the Public 
Institutions Division.

The SEPH reference period is the last seven days in 
any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month.

The sample covers all industries in 
scope for the survey, all provinces and territories and 
all sizes of units. Both the universe and the sample 
are updated monthly for births and deaths. 


Terms and Definitions 


Establishment: For statistical purposes it is the 
smallest entity capable of reporting statistics of 
economic production, typically a factory, mine, store 
or similar unit. 


Firm: A firm is any business or institution whether 
incorporated or not; it comprises sole proprietorships, 
partnerships, companies and other forms of 
organizations. 


Industry classifications: On the basis of its principal 
activity, each establishment is assigned an industry 
code according to the 1980 Standard Industrial 
Classification. A description of the various industries 
and groups of industries is contained in the "Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual", Catalogue 12-501. 
The "S.I.C. Code” columns on the tables correspond to 
the codes of this manual. SEPH has 281 industry 
groups in scope. For analytical purposes, we have 
created special groupings which are not part of the 
Standard Industrial Classification. 


a) Industrial aggregate (041- 999) represents the 
sum of all the industries included in the survey. 


b) Goods-producing industries (041-449)(491-499) 
comprise forestry, mining, manufacturing, 
construction and other utilities. 


c) Service-producing industries (451-484)(501-999) 
consists of transportation, communication and 
storage, trade, finance and insurance, services 
(except religious organizations and _ private 
households) and public administration (except for

Méthodologie 


Les statistiques contenues dans la présente publication sont 
fondées sur les résultats d’une enquéte éffectuée par sondage 
menée auprés d’unités déclarantes. Les données sont 
recueillies par questionnaires envoyés par la poste tous les 
mois a un échantillon d’environ 56,000 établissements 
prélevés d’un univers d’environ 800,000 unités. L’échantillon 
représente toutes les activités économiques que vise l|’enquéte, 
toutes les provinces et tous les territoires, ainsi que toutes les 
tailles d’unités. Chaque mois, l’univers et l’échantillon font 
l’objet d’une mise a jour pour tenir compte des créations et des 
disparitions. 


Termes et définitions 


Etablissement: A des fins statistiques, |’établissement est la 
plus petite unité pouvant fournir des données sur la production 
économique. En général, une usine, une mine, un magasin ou 
a une unité semblable. 


Entreprise: Toute entreprise commerciale ou _ institution, 
constituée ou non en corporation; il peut s’agir d’une 
entreprise a propriétaire unique, d’une association, d’une 
société ou d’une autre forme d’organisation. 


Classement par activité économique: Un code d’activité 
économique tiré de la Classification type des industries de 
1980 est attribué a chaque établissement selon sa principale 
activité. Les industries et les différents groupes industriels 
sont décrit dans le manuel "Classification Types des Industries 
1980" catalogue 12-501. Dans les tableaux de cette 
publication une colonne est indentiée "CTI 1980" ces codes 
correspondent a ce manuel.

Standard work week: The hours in the standard work 
week constitute the average number of hours of work 
normally scheduled in a work week. 


Take all units: Take all units are reporting units of 
firms or organizations which are included in the survey 
sample with certainty every month. Included are all 
firms or organizations with 200 or more employees, 
units of government departments, crown corporations, 
combined companies and combined establishments. 


Take some units: All other firms in the universe which 
have a known probability of selection are take some 
units. 


Employee 


All persons drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences and for whom the employer must 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form 
constitute employees. 


The employee concept comprises full-time employees, 
part-time employees (those who regularly work fewer 
hours than the standard work week of the 
establishment). It also comprises working Owners, 
directors, partners and other officers of incorporated 
businesses. 


The employee concept excludes owners or partners of 
unincorporated businesses and professional practices, 
the self employed, unpaid family workers, persons 
working outside Canada, military personnel, and casual 
workers for whom a T-4 is not required. It also 
excludes persons who did not receive any pay from 
the employer for the entire survey reference period 
(e.g. persons on strike, persons on unpaid holidays, 
persons receiving remuneration from an insurance, 
Workmen’s compensation or other related fund, etc.); 
however, employees paid from the employer for a part 
of the reference period and unemployed or on strike 
for the rest are counted as employed. 


The employees are classified into the following 
categories: 


a) Employees paid by the hour: any employee whose 
basic wage is expressed as an hourly rate.

Toute personne rétribuée pour ses services ou ses absences et 
pour laquelle l’employeur doit remplir une déclaration T-4 
Supplémentaire de Revenu Canada est un salarié. 


Le terme "salarié” désigne les salariés a plein temps et a temps 
partiel (ceux qui travaillent réguligrement un nombre d’heures 
inférieur a la Semaine normale de travail de l’entreprise) et les 
salariés occasionnels ou temporaires (ceux qui sorit embauchés 
de facon irréguli¢re ou temporaire).

e) Teaching Staff: those classified as teachers, 
instructors or academics in the payroll records 
(e.g. principal, professor, dean, head of 
department, master, teacher, etc.) whether they 
teach during the day or evening. Supply or 
substitute teachers are excluded. 


f) Supply or Substitute Teachers: teachers who are 
called in to teach whenever their services are 
needed either to augment the existing staff or as 
a short-term replacement for a full-time or part- 
time teacher. 


Earnings 


Payrolls: excludes dollar amounts that are taxable 
allowances and benefits, certain types of non-wage 
compensation as well as employer contributions to 
unemployment insurance, Canada/Quebec pension 
plans, provincial medical plans, workers compensation 
and other welfare plans. Annual special payments are 
excluded while other lump sum special payments are 
adjusted to coincide with the reference week period. 


Overtime pay: includes all pay received for the number 
of hours worked in excess of the standard work-day or 
work-week. 


Average weekly earnings {including overtime): 
represent gross taxable payrolls divided by the number 
of employees. It is calculated for the total number of 
employees, for the hourly-rated employees, for the 
salaried employees and for the other types of 
employees. 


Average weekly overtime earnings: is derived by 
dividing the overtime weekly payrolls by the number of 
employees. It is calculated for the total number of 
employees, the hourly-rated employees and the 
salaried employees. 


b) Employés: tout salarié dont la rémunération de base 
constitue une somme fixe versée pour au moins une 
semaine.

Gains

Average hourly earnings {including overtime): is 
obtained by dividing the total weekly payrolls by the 
total weekly number of hours (the total weekly number 
of hours reported for the hourly-rated employees while, 
for salaried employees, it is derived by multiplying the 
average standard workweek hours by the number of 
salaried employees). Average hourly earnings is 
calculated for the hourly-rated employees and for the 
salaried employees. 


Average hourly overtime earnings: is calculated for 
the hourly-rated employees by dividing the overtime 
weekly payrolls by the weekly number of overtime 
hours reported for this group of employees. 


Average weekly earnings (excluding overtime): is 
obtained by dividing the weekly payrolls, which 
exclude the overtime weekly payrolls, by the number 
of employees. This estimate is calculated for hourly- 
rated employees and salaried employees. 


Hours 


Average weekly overtime hours: is derived by dividing 
the weekly number of overtime hours by the number 
of employees. This average is calculated for the 
hourly-rated employees. 


a) Total hours paid: all hours worked, including 
overtime hours, plus hours of paid absence (e.g. 
holidays, sick leave, jury duty, etc.) 


b) Overtime hours: the total hours for which 
overtime was paid. These represent the hours 
worked. 


Sample Design 
Survey Frame 


SEPH integrated to the new Business Register 
beginning with the October 1990 data reference 
month. The new Business Register is a complete list of 
all Canadian business entities engaged in economic 
activity. The objectives of the new BR are to improve 
coverage of the business universe, achieve greater 
consistency and comparability among the business 
surveys and to reduce respondent burden for smaller 
firms. 


Gains horaires moyens du temps supplémentaire: gains 
calculés pour les employés rémunérés 2 I’heure en divisant les 
rémunérations hebdomadaires du temps supplémentaire par le 
nombre d’heures supplémentaires hebdomadaires déclarées 
pour ce groupe de salariés.

Heures 


Heures supplémentaires hebdomadaires moyennes: ces heures 
sont obtenues en divisant le total hebdomadaire des heures 
supplémentaires par le nombre de salariés.

a) Nombre total d’heures rémunérées : ensemble des heures 
travaillées, y compris les heures supplémentaires, plus les 
heures de congé payé (par ex., les jours fériés, les congés 
de maladie, les congés pour fonctions judiciaires, etc.). 


b) Heures supplémentaires : total des heures payées a un 
taux majoré; il s’agit d’heures réellement travaillées. 


Modéle de I’échantillon 
Base de sondage 


On a commencé a utiliser le nouveau registre des entreprises 
pour réaliser |‘EERH 4 compter du mois de référence d’octobre 
1990. Le nouveau registre des entreprises est une liste 
compléte de toutes les entités commerciales canadiennes 
engagées dans une activité Economique. Le RE a pour objet 
d’améliorer la couverture de l’univers des entreprises ainsi que 
la cohérence et la comparabilité des données’ des 
enquétes-entreprises, et de réduire le fardeau de réponse des 
entreprises de plus petite taille. 
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The BR consists of the integrated portion (IP) of larger 
units which are updated regularly through survey 
feedback, profiling and administrative sources. The 
non-integrated portion (NIP) comprises smaller payroll 
deduction records and are updated essentially from 
administrative sources. 


Stratification 


For the purpose of the sample selection and for the 
determination of the survey sample size, the universe 
of reporting units is stratified into 12 provinces and 
territories, 16 industry divisions and 4 sizes. (An 
industry division is slightly more detailed than the 1- 
digit industry code). The size of a unit is defined to be 
the total number of paid employees in that unit. The 
four size groups are O to 19, 20 to 49, 50 to 199 and 
200 or more employees. The universe of reporting 
units is further stratified into take-all and take-some 
categories. The total sample size of SEPH is governed 
by the objective of a 3.00% coefficient of variation for 
the estimate of employment at the province by 
industry division level. 


Sample Allocation and Selection 


The size of the take-some for the survey has been 
determined in order to provide estimates of total 
number of paid employees at the industry group and 
province level with a prespecified reliability. Sampling 
fractions are computed for all cross-classifications of 
3 digit SICs, province and size groups. To minimize 
the sample size, the sample allocation is such that the 
largest units are the most likely to be selected. 
However, the sampling fractions cannot be smaller 
than 0.01. A systematic sample is drawn for every 3 
digit industry, province and size group. If the 
population count is less than 4 at the 3 digit SIC by 
province by size level, then the sampling fraction is 
disregarded and all the units are selected. The total 
sample size is the sum of the number of take-all and 
selected take-some units. 


Sample Rotation 


Generally speaking, after 12 months, in-sample units 
are replaced, and are not eligible for reselection for at 
least 12 months. Hence, approximately 1/12 of the 
take-some sample is replaced every month. Some 
units have to stay more than 12 months in sample due 
to the lack of replacement units at the 3 digit industry, 
province and size group level.

(Une branche 
d’activité est légérement plus détaillée qu’une activité qui 
correspond a un code a un chiffre.) La taille d’une unité se 
définit comme étant le nombre total de salariés rémunérés que 
compte cette unité. Les quatre catégories de taille sont O a 
19, 20 a 49, 50 a 199 et 200 salariés et plus. En outre, 
l’univers des unités déclarantes est stratifié en deux groupes :

Répartition et choix de I’é6chantillon 


La taille de la portion a tirage partiel de |’échantillon a été 
déterminée de facon a fournir, avec une __ fiabilité 
prédéterminée, des estimations du nombre total de salariés 
rémunérés, au niveau de la branche d’activité et de la 
province. Des fractions de sondage sont calculées pour tous 
les classements recoupés au niveau des codes 4 trois chiffres 
de la CTI, de la province et par groupe de tailles. Pour 
minimiser la taille de I’échantillon, l’échantillon est réparti de 
fagon que les unités les plus importantes sont les plus 
susceptibles d’étre choisies. Les fractions de sondage ne 
peuvent toutefois pas étre inférieures 42 0.01. Un échantillon 
systématique est tiré pour chaque combinaison de la CTI 
niveau des codes a trois chiffres, de la province et de la taille. 
S‘il y a moins de 4 unités au niveau des codes de la CTI a 3 
chiffres selon la province et par groupe de tailles, on ne tient 
pas compte de la fraction de sondage et toutes les unités sont 
choisies. La taille de I’échantillon est la somme du nombre 
d’unités a tirage complet et de certaines unités a tirage partiel. 


Rotation de I’échantillon 


De facon générale, aprés 12 mois, les unités échantillonnées 
sont remplacées, et ne peuvent pas étre choisies de nouveau 
avant au moins 12 mois. Par conséquent, le un douziéme 
environ des unités a tirage partiel de !’échantillon est remplacé 
chaque mois. II peut arriver que des unités doivent demeurer 
plus de 12 mois dans I’échantillon a cause du manque d’unités 
de remplacement au groupe codes d’activités a trois chiffres 
ala province , alataille.

Reliability of the estimates can be assessed by 
examining sampling errors and by controlling non- 
sampling errors. These are two types of errors possible 
in estimates based on a sample survey. 


Sampling errors occur because observations are made 
only on a sample rather than on the entire universe. 
Estimates based on a sample differ from the figures 
that would have been obtained if a complete census 
had been taken using the same questionnaires, 
instructions, interviewers and processing techniques. 
The difference with respect to a particular estimate is 
called the sampling error of the estimate. 


Non-sampling errors are errors which are not related to 
sampling and may occur in a survey operation for 
many reasons. Non-response, coverage and 
classification errors, differences in the interpretation of 
the question, incorrect information from respondents, 
mistakes in recording, coding and processing of data 
are examples of non-sampling errors. Efforts to reduce 
non-sampling errors include careful design of 
questionnaires, editing of data follow-up of and 
imputation for non-respondents and thorough control 
of processing operation. The SEPH program has a 
head-office Quality Assurance unit that is mandated to 
reduce non-sampling errors and ensure that concepts 
and definitions are respected. 


Indicators of Sampling Errors 


The true sampling error is not known, however, it can 
be estimated from the sample itself by using a 
Statistical measure called the standard error of a 
survey estimate. When the standard error is expressed 
aS a percent of the estimate, it is known as the 
relative standard error or coefficient of variation. 
Tables of indicators of the coefficients of variation are 
available on request along with an explanatory note on 
how to use them to judge the quality of the estimates 
contained in this publication. 


Non-Sampling Errors 


SEPH has a statistical quality control program at the 
data capture, structure updating and data editing 
stages to minimize non-sampling errors. These 
programs monitor and control the completeness, 
accuracy and consistency of the reported survey data. 
Procedures are in place to follow-up for non-response 
and to impute for those late responses since SEPH 
publishes estimates only for the two recent months in 
any particular reference cycle. 


Fiabilité des estimations 


La fiabilité des estimations est fondées en examinant |’erreur 
d’échantillonnage et en contrélant les erreurs non due a 
I’échantillonnage. Ce sont les deux types d’erreurs possibles 
dans |’échantillon. 


Les erreurs d’échantillonnage proviennent de ce que les 
observations se font a partir d’un échantillon au lieu de 
l‘univers complet. Les estimations basées sur un échantillon 
différent des statistiques que !’on obtiendrait d’un recensement 
complet effectué au moyen des mémes questionnaires, des 
mémes directives, des mémes intervieweurs et des mémes 
techniques de traitement. Cette différence, lorsqu’il s’agit 
d’une estimation particuliére, s‘appelle  l’erreur 
d’échantillonnage de |’estimation. 


Les erreurs non dues a I’6chantillonnage ne se rattachent pas 
a l’6chantillon et peuvent se produire tout au long d’une 
enquéte pour plusieurs raisons. Les cas de non-réponse, les 
anomalies de couverture et de classification, les différences 
d‘interprétation des questions, la communication de 
renseignements inexacts par les répondants et les fautes 
d’entrée, de codage et de traitement des données sont autant 
d’erreurs non attribuables a |’échantillonnage. On cherche a 
réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage par 
une formulation soignée des questionnaires, une vérification 
attentive des chiffres déclarés, le travail de suivi, l’imputation 
de données aux unités non répondantes et un contréle 
rigoureux des techniques de traitement. II existe une sous- 
section de contréle de la qualité au bureau central qui est 
chargée de réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a 
l’échantillonnage pour |l’EERH et de veiller a4 ce que les 
concepts et les définitions soient observés. 


Indicateurs des erreurs d’échantillonnage 


L’erreur d’échantillonnage reste inconnue, on peut cependant 
l’‘estimer a partir de I’échantillon en utilisant une mesure 
appelée écart-type d’une estimation de sondage. Lorsque 
l’6cart-type est exprimé en pourcentage de |’estimation, on 
l’appelle écart-type relatif ou coefficient de variation. Des 
tableaux d’indicateurs de coefficients de variation sont 
disponibles sur demande ainsi qu’une note explicative sur la 
facon de les utiliser pour déterminer la qualité des estimations 
figurant dans la présente publication. 


Erreurs non due a I’échantillonnage 


L’EERH comprend un programme de contréle de la qualité des 
données qui est appliqué lors de la saisie des données, de la 
mise a jour des structures et du contr6éle des données afin de 
minimiser les erreurs d’échantillonnage. Ce programme sert a 
déterminer et a vérifier l’intégrité, la précision et la cohérence 
des données déclarées. Des mesures sont prévues pour le 
Suivi des cas de non-réponse et pour |l’imputation de données 
dans le cas de déclarations tardives étant donné que les 
estimations tirées de |'EERH sont publiées seulement pour les 
deux mois les plus récents de toute période de référence. 
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Response Rates 


Each month, SEPH releases statistics for the two latest 
reference months. The "preliminary" month’s 
estimates and the "revised" month’s estimates are 
based on response rates of 80% and 90% respectively 
for both reporting units and employment. 


Characteristics of Non-Respondents and Follow-up 


Firms that do not report data diminish the accuracy of 
the estimates. Non-response may affect the estimates 
in different ways. Non-response may be divided into 
those who refuse to report and those who report 
"late". 


Less than one percent of firms surveyed refuse to 
report data and most refusals are by small firms. 
About ten per cent of firms report too late to be 
included in the estimation process at all. Late 
reporters tend to be large firms and those using the 
computer reporting service (CRS) for data collection. 


Reporting units, which are non-respondents to the 
initial mailing, are followed up by telephone by the 
staff of the regional offices of Statistics Canada. If 
units continue to be non-respondents even after 
follow-up, then data will be imputed for these units. 
All the records with imputed values are subject to the 
edits mentioned above. 


Imputation 


Imputation for non-respondent units, which have been 
in the survey for more than one month, is based on the 
ratio of the monthly changes. The ratio of the monthly 
change for each characteristic is calculated from units 
that responded both in the current and the previous 
month and is applied to the previous month’s data of 
each non-respondent. 


For the non-responding units that are new to the 
survey, imputation is based on other sources of 
information such as the employment intention of the 
unit and the characteristics of the responding units in 
the same industry group, province and size. Previous 
months data are used to impute for establishments 
with more than 200 employees. 


Taux de réponse 


Chaque mois, des statistiques de l’EERH sont publiées pour les 
deux derniers mois de_ référence. Les estimations 
"préliminaires” du mois le plus récent et les estimations 
"révisées” du mois qui le précéde sont fondées sur des taux de 
réponse de 80 % et de 90% respectivement 4a la fois pour les 
unités déclarantes et l’emploi. 


Caract6ristiques des non-répondants et suivi 


Les entreprises qui ne déclarent pas de données diminuent la 
précision des estimations. La non-réponse peuvent influer sur 
la valeur des estimations de différentes facons. Les 
non-répondants peuvent étre répartis en deux catégories, soit 
ceux qui refusent de collaborer et ceux qui remettent leur 
déclaration en retard. 


La proportion des entreprises visées par l’enquéte qui ont 
refusé de fournir des données est inférieure a un pour cent; la 
plupart des refus sont opposés par les petites entreprises. 
Environ dix pour cent des entreprises renvoient leur 
questionnaire trop tard pour que les données puissent étre 
incluses dans le processus d’estimation. Les déclarants tardifs 
sont habituellement des grandes entreprises et des entreprises 
qui utilisent le service de déclaration automatisé (SDA) pour la 
collecte des données. 


Le personnel des bureaux régionaux de Statistique Canada 
relance par téléphone les unités déclarantes qui tardent a 
répondre au questionnaire. Lorsque des unités persistent a ne 
pas répondre méme aprés le suivi, des données leur sont 
imputées. Tous les enregistrements dont les données 
découlent d’une imputation sont soumis aux vérifications 
mentionnées ci-dessus. 


Imputation 


L’imputation de données aux unités non répondantes 
comprises dans le champ de |l’enquéte depuis plus d’un mois 
est basée sur le ratio des variations mensuelles de ces unités. 
Le ratio de la variation mensuelle d’une caractéristique se 
calcule a partir des unités qui ont répondu pour le mois courant 
et le mois précédent, et s’applique aux données du mois 
précédent de chaque unité non répondante. 


Dans le cas des unités non répondantes qui sont visées par 
l‘enquéte pour la premiére fois, |‘imputation se fonde sur 
d’autres sources d'information telles que les prévisions 
d’emploi de Il’unité et les caractéristiques des unités 
déclarantes du méme groupe d’activité Economique, de la 
méme province et de la méme taille. Les estimations des mois 
précédants servent a l’‘imputation des établissements ayant 
plus de 200 salariés. 
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Coverage Errors 


Two sources of coverage errors associated with using 
survey frames relate to duplication and undercoverage. 
Duplication occurs on the frame when payroll 
deduction records are unable to be linked to their 
associated businesses residing on the frame. 
Undercoverage arises due to the time required to 
classify and/or link new payroll deduction units. 


The Methods and Quality Assurance Section of the 
Business Register Division produces quality measures 
to monitor the performance of the frame. 


Data Edit and Correction 


All the questionnaires are initially screened for 
completeness by the interviewers of the Statistics 
Canada regional offices. Thereafter, extensive 
computer edit procedures for accuracy and 
consistency are performed at the Ottawa head office. 
As a result of any of the above-mentioned editing 
techniques, the respondent may be contacted to 
confirm or explain the data. 


The edit procedures include the comparison of the 
values of key characteristics ( e.g. number of 
employees, hours worked, salary per employee, etc.) 
reported for consecutive months by the same unit to 
detect large changes or errors in reporting. Whenever 
there is a large change or the data appears 
inconsistent, the record is signalled by the computer 
edit for review and is subject to correction or 
acceptance where appropriate. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources 
Employment 


SEPH payroll employment estimates are frequently 
compared to the employment estimates provided by 
the Labour Force Survey (LFS). When comparing the 
establishment-based SEPH employment estimates to 
the household-based LFS data, some differences can 
be quantified and others not. The quantifiable 
adjustments to the LFS include the addition of multiple 
job holders and the subtraction of the following: 
unpaid family workers, self-employed, unpaid 
absentees (such as workers on strike), incorporated 
businesses, working partners without employees and 
the industries excluded from SEPH. The adjustments 
which are not easily quantifiable include differences, 
errors in SIC coding, differences in reference periods, 
survey procedures and the unrecorded economy. Also, 
SEPH covers the Northwest Territories while the LFS 
does not. The LFS data, which focus on demographic 
characteristics of the labour force, are reasonable 
measures of trends within broad industry and 
occupational groups. The SEPH estimates are more 
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Erreurs de couverture 


Deux erreurs de converture découlent des doubles comptes et 
le sous dénombrement de la base de sondages. Les doubles 
comptes se produisent dans la base lorsqu’il est impossible de 
coupler les enregistrements des retenues Sur la paye avec les 
entreprises correspondantes de la base de sondage. Le sous- 
dénombrement résulte du temps requis pour classer et (ou) 
coupler les nouvelles unités de retenues sur la paye avec les 
entreprises correspondantes. 


La section des méthodes et du contréle de la qualité de la 
division du Registre des entreprises produit des mesures de 
qualité pour assurer la bonne représentation de la liste des 
entreprises. 


Contréle et correction des données 


Au départ, les intervieweurs des bureaux régionaux de 
Statistique Canada s’assurent que tous les questionnaires sont 
complets. Ultérieurement, le personnel du bureau d’Ottawa 
vérifie par ordinateur |’exactitude et la cohérence des chiffres 
déclarés. A chacune de ces deux étapes de vérification, un 
répondant peut étre appelé a confirmer ou a expliquer ses 
chiffres. 


Nos procédés de contréle nous permettent de comparer les 
valeurs des principales caractéristiques (nombre de salariés, 
heures travaillées, traitement par salarié, etc.) déclarées par la 
méme unité plusieurs mois de suite. Ainsi, il est possible de 
déceler les grandes variations ou les erreurs, s’il en est. 
Chaque fois qu’une forte variation est constatée ou que les 
données semblent incohérentes, |’ordinateur signale le cas, et 
les données de l’enregistrement sont corrigées ou leur 
exactitude est confirmée, selon le cas. 


Comparabilité avec d'autres sources de données 
L’emploi 


Les données sur |l’emploi de l’EERH sont souvent comparées 
aux estimations de l’emploi fournies par l’enquéte sur la 
population active (EPA). Lorsque I’on compare les données de 
‘EPA qui sont fondées sur les ménages et les estimations de 
l‘emploi de I’EERH qui sont basées sur les établissements, 
certaines différences peuvent étre quantifiées et d’autres, non. 
Les rajustements quantifiables, dont peuvent faire l’objet les 
estimations de |’EPA, comprennent l’ajout des personnes 
cumulant des emplois et la suppression des travailleurs 
familiaux non rémunérés, des travailleurs autonomes, des 
absents non rémunérés (les travailleurs en gréve par exemple), 
des entreprises constituées en société, des associés actifs 
dans des entreprises sans salariés et des activités 
économiques non visées par |’EERH. Les rajustements qui ne 
sont pas facilement quantifiables comprennent le codage selon 
la CTI, les différences au niveau des périodes de référence, des 
procédures d’enquéte et les données économiques non 
déclarées. De plus, les données sur les Territoires du 
Nord-Ouest sont recueillies par |’EERH, mais non par |’EPA. 
Les données de |’EPA, qui sont axées sur les caractéristiques 
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Suitable as indicators of employment change over 
detailed industry groups. 


According to the 1980 SIC System, public 
administration (811-837) contains only those 
establishments engaged in activities that are 
governmental in character and those serving as 
internal service agencies of the public service. SEPH 
does not publish defence services (811) and includes 
civilian defence workers in federal administration. 
Thus, SEPH publishes public administration data that 
essentially conforms to this definition. Government 
establishments engaged in activities such as health 
and education services and transportation and 
communication services are classified to the 
appropriate industries. The Public Institutions Division 
(PID) publishes government employment data that 
represent all employees of non-commercial entities 
under the control of a government. 


The quantifiable adjustments to the PID data include 
the addition of Statistics Canada interviewers and the 
exclusion of military personnel, government personnel 
working outside of Canada, employees on unpaid 
absences and government employees assigned to 
industries other than public administration. |The 
adjustments which are not easily quatifiable include 
differences in reference periods, survey procedures 
and the treatment of extra pay periods. The Labour 
and Public Institution Divisions conduct a reconciliation 
process to ensure that the public administration data 
are compatible. 


Earnings 


The user community generally focuses on two earnings 
indicators which are often compared to the average 
weekly and hourly earnings data produced by SEPH. 
These two earnings indicators are referred to as the 
Labour Canada base wage rate settlements and the 
estimates of Wages and Salaries and Supplementary 
Labour Income produced by the Labour Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Labour Canada’s wage rate indicator data include only 
unionized workers covered by major collective 
agreements representing 500 or more employees. For 
instance, the Labour Canada Base wage rate, as an 
indicator of wage change, covers about 10% of the 
overall SEPH employment. Therefore, the value and 
relevance of the Labour Canada base wage rate as an 
indicator of wage change should be carefully 
considered. The estimates of wages and salaries 
produced by the Labour Income Section are primarily 
based on annual T-4 supplementary administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada Taxation which 
are projected forward on a monthly/quarterly basis

Les services 
de la défense (811) sont exclus de I’EERH sauf les employées 
Civils oeuvrant dans ce ministére. L’EERH publie des données 
pour l’administration publique par rapport a cette définition. 
Les établissements a caractére gouvernemental oeuvrant dans 
le domaine de la santé,|’éducation et le service des transports 
et de la communication sont classifiés par rapport a leur 
activité respective. La Division des institutions publiques (DIP), 
publie des données sur l'emploi pour les entités non- 
commercialles gérées par le gouvernement. 


Les ajustements quantifiables aux données de _ DIP 
comprennent les intervieweurs de Statistique Canada mais 
excluent le personnel militaire, les personnes travaillants, a 
l’extérieur du Canada, en congé non payé et les personnes 
dont l’activité est autre que |’administration publique. Les 
ajustements qui ne sont pas obtenus facilement, comprennent 
des différences dans la période de référence, les procédures et 
le traitement des périodes de paye supplémentaire. La Division 
du travail et la Division des institutions publiques font une 
réconciliation afin de s’assurer que les données _ soient 
compatibles. 


Gaii 


Les utilisateurs optent généralement pour deux indicateurs de 
rémunération qui sont souvent comparé a la rémunération 
hebdomadaire et horaire produite par |l’EERH. Ces deux 
indicateurs de rémunération représentent le taux salarial établi 
de Travail Canada et les estimations des salaires et traitements 
et du revenu suppiémentaire du travail produites par la division 
du travail de Statistique Canada. 


Les données sur le taux salarial de base de Travail Canada ne 
portent que sur les travailleurs syndiqués visés par des 
conventions collectives importantes représentant 500 
employés ou plus. Plus précisément, le taux de base de 
Travail Canada, qui sert d’indicateur de |’évolution des 
traitements, porte sur environ 10% de l’ensemble des données 
sur l'emploi de |’EERH. Par conséquent, il convient de 
déterminer avec soin dans quelle mesure le taux salarial de 
base de Travail Canada s’avére valable et pertinent comme 
indicateur de la variation des traitements. Les estimations des 
traitements et salaires produites par la Section du revenu du 
travail sont fondées en grande partie sur les données des 
fichiers administratifs renfermant les feuillets annuels T-4 
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using SEPH and LFS data. Supplementary Labour 
Income (SLI), which accounts for about 11% of total 
Labour Income, are not measured by SEPH. SLI 
includes employer contributions to pensions plans, 
medical and other welfare plans, Canadian and Quebec 
Pension Plan and workers’ compensation. The labour 
income estimates, which are a more comprehensive 
source of employment compensation, do not provide 
any information on wage rates. The SEPH data for 
average weekly/hourly earnings as well as Labour 
Canada’s base wage rate Statistics are imperfect 
indicators of wage rate changes because they are 
Subject to compositional shifts by industries, by 
provinces and changes in underlying rates of pay. 


Comparability Over Time 


SEPH data have been historically corrected to produce 
consistent time series from January 1983 to date. 
The revised time series, which incorporated corrections 
for major discontinuities, reflect economic change over 
the 1983-1991 period. By reducing the statistical 
impacts of sampling and non-sampling errors, the 
SEPH historically-corrected series can be considered to 
be more consistent trend measures of payroll 
employment, earnings and paid hours. 


Products 
Seasonal Adjustment 


It is Common practice to publish most economic 
indicators in seasonally adjusted and unadjusted forms. 
Fluctuations in economic time series are caused by 
seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements. A 
seasonally-adjusted series is one from which seasonal 
movements have been eliminated. Seasonal 
movements are defined as those which are caused by 
regular annual events such as usual changes in 
weather, reduced or expanded production and the 
opening and closing of schools. Since these seasonal 
events follow a more or less regular pattern each year, 
their influence on statistical trends can be eliminated 
by adjusting the statistics from month-to-month. 
Seasonal adjustment is imperfect, so if a time series 
has irregular variation that is larger than the seasonal 
variation, the seasonally adjusted series will be a poor 
estimate. In the opinion of the Time Series Division of 
Statistics Canada, the unadjusted series will probably 
be a better estimate than the poorer seasonally 
adjusted series. 


Supplémentaire fournies par Revenu Canada (Impét); elles font 
‘objet de projections mensuelles/trimestrielles a l’aide des 
données de |’EERH et de I’EPA. L’EERH ne mesure pas le 
revenu supplémentaire du travail (RST), qui représente environ 
11% du revenu du travail total. Le RST comprend les 
cotisations patronales aux régimes de retraite, aux régimes 
d’assurance-maladie et a d’autres régimes de prévoyance, au 
Régime de pensions du Canada, au Régime de rentes du 
Québec et ala caisse d‘indemnisation des accidents du travail. 
Les estimations du revenu du travail, qui brossent un tableau 
plus complet de la rémunération du travail, ne fournissent pas 
de renseignements sur les taux de traitement. Les données de 
I’EERH sur les gains hebdomadaires/horaires moyens et les 
données sur le taux salarial de base de Travail Canada sont des 
indicateurs imparfaits de I’évolution des taux de traitement du 
fait qu’elles sont touchées par des variations dans la répartition 
des unités selon I’activité économique et la province, et par 
des changements dans les taux de rémunération sous-jacents. 


Comparabilité dans le temps 


Les données de |’EERH ont été corrigées a partir de janvier 
1983 de facon a assurer la cohérence des séries 
chronologiques a date. Les séries chronologiques révisées, qui 
comportaient des ruptures importantes, donnent maintenant un 
meilleur apercu de I’é6volution économique pour 1983-1991. 
Maintenant que _ Il’incidence statistique des erreurs 
d’échantillonnage et des erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage 
a été réduite, les séries chronologiquement révisées de |’EERH 
constituent des mesures plus cohérentes des tendances 
relatives a l'emploi, ala rémunération et aux heures de travail. 


Produits 
Désaisonnalisation 


Il est de pratique courante de publier la plupart des indicateurs 
économiques sous forme désaisonnalisée et non 
désaisonnalisée. Les fluctuations relevées dans les séries 
chronologiques d’ordre économique sont causées par des 
mouvements saisonniers, cycliques et irréguliers. Dans une 
série désaisonnalisée, les mouvements saisonniers ont été 
supprimés. Les mouvements saisonniers sont définis comme 
é6tant ceux qui sont causés par des événements qui se 
produisent chaque année, par exemple les changements 
climatiques habituels, le ralentissement ou |’accroissement de 
la production, et l’ouverture et la fermeture des établissements 
d’enseignement. Comme ces événements saisonniers se 
produisent a des intervalles annuelles assez réguliers, leur 
incidence sur les tendances statistiques peut étre supprimée en 
rectifiant les statistiques d’un mois a ‘autre. La 
désaisonnalisation n’est pas parfaite; alors si une série 
chronologique présente des variations irréguliéres plus 
importantes que les variations saisonniéres, cette série 
désaisonnalisée sera une pauvre estimation. D’aprés la 
Division des séries chronologiques de Statistique Canada, ilest 
alors préférable d’utiliser une série non désaisonnalisée.

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Fixed-Weighted Earnings Index 


A set of fixed-weighted average hourly and weekly 
earnings index data has been constructed to deal with 
the impact of changes in the employment mix between 
industries, provinces/territories and salaried and hourly 
employees. This index provides a better indicator of 
the underlying trends in wage rates than the variable 
weighted earnings series. 


This data series corrects the compositional changes of 
employment by re-aggregating SEPH _ survey 
information using fixed rather than variable weights for 
the paid hours. Overtime is excluded because it is an 
important source of compositional change in some 
industries. Statistics Canada’s time base year for any 
index, such as the CPI, is 1986=100. Thus, for 
consistency purposes, the time base year for the fixed- 
weighted earnings index is the same. 


Diffusion Index 


The diffusion index measures the dispersion of change 
for the SEPH variables and represents the fraction of 
industries which had year-over-year increases in the 
value of a variable. The SEPH diffusion index data are 
available for selected industry groups for Canada 
employment, average weekly hours, average hourly 
earnings and average weekly earnings adjusted for 
inflation. 


The diffusion index can be used to assess how broad 
based a change in level is for SEPH variables such as 
employment or average weekly hours for the Industrial 
Aggregate. The index is particularly useful in analyzing 
trends in  cyclically-sensitive industries such as 
manufacturing and trade. 


Revision Policy 


On a monthly basis, the preliminary data will be 
revised in the following month. On an annual basis, 
seasonally-adjusted and raw data will be revised with 
the release of the December revised data for the 
calendar year. The SEPH Program will keep up to 4 
years open for revision to coincide with the revisions 
made every June by the Canadian System of National 
Accounts Divisions in Statistics Canada. 

From time to time, an historical revision is necessary 
for changes related to new data sources and revised 
industry classifications and frame changes.

La série a pondération fixe des gains horaires et 
hebdomadaires moyens a été concue pour traiter l’impact des 
changements dans l’emploi entre; les _ industries, 
provinces/territoires, les employés et les employés payés a 
I’‘heure.

Survey Overview 


Apercu de I’enquéte 


Tie Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours is 


designed to measure, on a monthly basis, the levels and 
month-to-month trends of payroll employment, paid 
hours and earnings. These measures are compiled at 
detailed industrial levels for Canada, the Provinces and 
Territories. 


All employers in Canada, except those primarily 
concerned with agriculture, fishing and trapping, private 
household services, religious organizations and defence 
services, form the target population for the survey. 


Conceptually, the SEPH reference period is the last seven 
days in any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month. 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information provided by firms of all sizes and in the case 
of government units, by Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Data are released for the two latest reference months. 
The preliminary month’s estimates and the preceding 
revised month’s estimates are based on response rates 
of approximately 80% and 90% respectively. 


DEFINITIONS 
Employee: 


Any person(s) drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences, and for whom the employer is required to 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form. 


Average Earnings: 


Gross taxable payrolls divided by the number of 
employees on payrolls equals average earnings. Excluded 
from the payroll dollar amounts are taxable allowances 
and benefits, lump sum special payments, certain types 
of non-wage compensation as well as employer 
contributions to unemployment insurance, 
Canada/Quebec pension plans, provincial medical plans, 
worker’s compensation and other welfare plans.

Preliminary Estimates of November 1992, 
Seasonally adjusted 


@ The preliminary estimate of payroll employment for 
November indicates a slight increase to 9,910,000 after five 
months of decline. Most industries showed some 
employment growth, led by retail trade, wholesale trade and 
durable goods manufacturing. Retail trade recorded the 
strongest month-to-month increase since May 1991. 


e@ After declining for the first four months of 1992, 
business services have generally shown an improving trend 
since May. Seasonally adjusted employment in business 
services for November was 0.6% higher than the previous 
month, and virtually unchanged from the November 1991 
level. 

®@ Seasonally adjusted average weekly earnings ' were 
$556.51 in November, a gain of 3.4% compared to 
November 1991. The year-over-year growth in earnings 
continued to be lower than in previous years.

Objectives 


The Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours 
(SEPH) is primarily designed to provide monthly 
estimates of the total number of employees on 
payrolls, average weekly and hourly earnings and 
average weekly hours for Canada, provinces and 
territories at detailed industry levels. 


Target Population 


The target population is all employers in Canada 
except those primarily concerned with agriculture, 
fishing and trapping, private household services, 
religious organizations and defence services. SEPH 
draws its sample from the Business Register 
maintained by the Business Register Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Data Sources 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information obtained from employers of firms of all 
sizes and from the Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. All information except that related 
to employment and payroll statistics for the 
government units (federal, provincial and local levels of 
government) are provided by firms. 


Data Collection 


SEPH has four methods of data _ collection. 
Questionnaires are mailed out each month to the 
payroll office of employers. Telephone interviews are 
used for respondents who express a preference for 
being surveyed by telephone. Computer printouts are 
supplied by those respondents who prefer to report 
their data through their computerized payroll system. 
SEPH, via an exchange of data arrangement between 
the Labour and Public Institutions Divisions of 
Statistics Canada, is supplied with government units 
records providing general government services which 
are under the collection responsibility of the Public 
Institutions Division. 


Reference Period 


The SEPH reference period is the last seven days in 
any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month.

Sources des données

Collecte dus données 


Quatre méthodes sont utilisées pour la collecte des données de 
l‘EERH. Chaque mois, des questionnaires sont envoyés par la 
poste au service de paye des entreprises. Les répondants qui 
le désirent peuvent étre interviewés par téléphone. D’autres 
choisissent de transmettre leurs données au moyen de leur 
systéme automatisé d’administration de la paye. Dans le cadre 
d’une entente d’échange de données conclue entre la Division 
du travail et la Division des institutions publiques de Statistique 
Canada, les données de |’EERH relatives au fichier d’unités 
d’administration publiques qui assurent des_ services 
gouvernementaux généraux sont fournies par la Division des 
institutions publiques qui est chargée d’en faire la collecte. 


Période de référence 


La période de référence de l’EERH correspond aux sept 
derniers jours d’un mois donné, mais les renseignements que 
les répondants doivent indiquer sur le questionnaire portent sur 
la desniére période de paye du mois. Lorsque la période de 
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one week, the data are reduced to a week using the 
number of days the firm usually operates during a 
week divided by the number of working days covered 
by the reported pay period. Reference week 
adjustments are also made for strikes/lockouts and 
layoffs. 


Methodology 


The statistics contained in this publication are based 
on information obtained through a sample survey of 
reporting units. The data is collected by 
questionnaires mailed monthly to a sample of about 
56,000 establishments selected out of a universe of 
about 800,000. The sample covers all industries in 
scope for the survey, all provinces and territories and 
all sizes of units. Both the universe and the sample 
are updated monthly for births and deaths. 


Terms and Definitions 


Establishment: For statistical purposes it is the 
smallest entity capable of reporting statistics of 
economic production, typically a factory, mine, store 
or similar unit. 


Firm: A firm is any business or institution whether 
incorporated or not; it comprises sole proprietorships, 
partnerships, companies and other forms of 
organizations. 


Industry classifications: On the basis of its principal 
activity, each establishment is assigned an industry 
code according to the 1980 Standard Industrial 
Classification. A description of the various industries 
and groups of industries is contained in the "Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual", Catalogue 12-501. 
The "S.I.C. Code” columns on the tables correspond to 
the codes of this manual. SEPH has 281 industry 
groups in scope. For analytical purposes, we have 
created special groupings which are not part of the 
Standard Industrial Classification. 


a) Industrial aggregate (041- 999) represents the 
sum of all the industries included in the survey. 


b) Goods-producing industries (041-449)(491-499) 
comprise forestry, mining, manufacturing, 
construction and other utilities. 


c) Service-producing industries (451-484)(501-999) 
consists of transportation, communication and 
storage, trade, finance and insurance, services 
(except religious organizations and private 
households) and public administration (except for 
military personnel, and other government services)

Paid absence: Paid absence includes paid holidays, sick 
leave including industrial injury and personal leave such 
as bereavement leave, jury duty etc. i 


Standard work week: The hours in the standard work 
week constitute the average number of hours of work 
normally scheduled in a work week. 


Take all units: Take all units are reporting units of 
firms or organizations which are included in the survey 
sample with certainty every month. Included are all 
firms or organizations with 200 or more employees, 
units of government departments, crown corporations, 
combined companies and combined establishments. 


Take some units: All other firms in the universe which 
have a known probability of selection are take some 
units. 


Employee 


All persons drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences and for whom the employer must 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form 
constitute employees. 


The employee concept comprises full-time employees, 
part-time employees (those who regularly work fewer 
hours than the standard work week of the 
establishment). It also comprises working owners, 
directors, partners and other officers of incorporated 
businesses. 


The employee concept excludes owners or partners of 
unincorporated businesses and professional practices, 
the self employed, unpaid family workers, persons 
working outside Canada, military personnel, and casual 
workers for whom a T-4 is not required. It also 
excludes persons who did not receive any pay from 
the employer for the entire survey reference period 
(e.g. persons on strike, persons on unpaid holidays, 
persons receiving remuneration from an insurance, 
Workmen’s compensation or other related fund, etc.); 
however, employees paid from the employer for a part 
of the reference period and unemployed or on strike 
for the rest are counted as employed. 


The employees are classified into the following 
categories: 


a) Employees paid by the hour: any employee whose 
basic wage is expressed as an hourly rate

With the exception of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education (851), Post Secondary (852) 
and University education (853) industries this 
category of employment represents Supply or 
Substitute Teachers: teachers who are called in to 
teach whenever their services are needed either to 
augment the existing staff or as a short-term 
replacement for a full-time or part-time teacher. 


Earnings 


Payrolls: excludes dollar amounts that are taxable 
allowances and benefits, certain types of non-wage 
compensation as well as employer contributions to 
unemployment insurance, Canada/Quebec pension 
plans, provincial medical plans, workers compensation 
and other welfare plans. Annual special payments are 
excluded while other lump sum special payments are 
adjusted to coincide with the reference week period. 


Overtime pay: includes all pay received for the number 
of hours worked in excess of the standard work-day or 
work-week.

Average hourly overtime earnings: is calculated for 
the hourly-rated employees by dividing the overtime 
weekly payrolls by the weekly number of overtime 
hours reported for this group of employees.

holidays, sick leave, jury duty, etc.)

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Sample Design 
Survey Frame 


SEPH integrated to the new Business Register 
beginning with the October 1990 data reference 
month. The new Business Register is a complete list of 
all Canadian business entities engaged in economic 
activity. The objectives of the new BR are to improve 
coverage of the business universe, achieve greater 
consistency and comparability among the business 
surveys and to reduce respondent burden for smaller 
firms. 


The BR consists of the integrated portion (IP) of larger 
units which are updated regularly through survey 
feedback, profiling and administrative sources. The 
non-integrated portion (NIP) comprises smaller payroll 
deduction records and are updated essentially from 
administrative sources. 


Stratification 


For the purpose of the sample selection and for the 
determination of the survey sample size, the universe 
of reporting units is stratified into 12 provinces and 
territories, 16 industry divisions and 4 sizes. (An 
industry division is slightly more detailed than the 1- 
digit industry code). The size of a unit is defined to be 
the total number of paid employees in that unit. The 
four size groups are O to 19, 20 to 49, 50 to 199 and 
200 or more employees. The universe of reporting 
units is further stratified into take-all and take-some 
categories. The total sample size of SEPH is governed 
by the objective of a 3.00% coefficient of variation for 
the estimate of employment at the province by 
industry division level. 


Sample Allocation and Selection 


The size of the take-some for the survey has been 
determined in order to provide estimates of total 
number of paid employees at the industry group and 
province level with a prespecified reliability. Sampling 
fractions are computed for all cross-classifications of 
3 digit SICs, province and size groups. To minimize 
the sample size, the sample allocation is such that the 
largest units are the most likely to be selected. 
However, the sampling fractions cannot be smaller 
than 0.01. A systematic sample is drawn for every 3 
digit industry, province and size group. If the 
population count is less than 4 at the 3 digit SIC by 
province by size level, then the sampling fraction is 
disregarded and all the units are selected. The total 
sample size is the sum of the number of take-all and 
selected take-some units. 


Modéle de I’échantillon 
Base de sondage 


On a commencé a utiliser le nouveau registre des entreprises 
pour réaliser l‘EERH a compter du mois de référence d’octobre 
1990. Le nouveau registre des entreprises est une liste 
compléte de toutes les entités commerciales canadiennes 
engagées dans une activité économique. Le RE a pour objet 
d’améliorer la couverture de l’univers des entreprises ainsi que 
la cohérence et la comparabilité des données des 
enquétes-entreprises, et de réduire le fardeau de réponse des 
entreprises de plus petite taille. 


Le RE comprend la partie intégrée des données sont les unités 
plus importantes qui sont mises a jour de facon réguliére a 
‘aide des résultats obtenus au moyen d’enquétes, 
d’établissement de profils et de sources administratives. La 
partie non-intégrée comprend les plus petites retenues sur les 
gains brute qui sont mis a jour principalement a partir de 
sources administratives. 


Stratification 


Pour les besoins de l’enquéte on détermine la composition de 
\‘échantillon et la taille en stratifiant l’univers des unités 
déclarantes est stratifi6 en 12 provinces et territoires, 16 
branches d’activité et 4 catégories de taille. (Une branche 
d’activité est légérement plus détaillée qu’une activité qui 
correspond a un code a un Chiffre.) La taille d’une unité se 
définit comme étant le nombre total de salariés rémunérés que 
compte cette unité. Les quatre catégories de taille sont 0 a 
19, 20 a 49, 50 a 199 et 200 salariés et plus. En outre, 
‘univers des unités déclarantes est stratifi€é en deux groupes : 
les unités a tirage complet et les unités a tirage partiel. La 
taille de Il’échantillon global de |l’EERH est déterminée en tenant 
compte du fait que l’on vise un coefficient de variation de 
3.00% pour l’estimation de I’emploi au niveau de la province 
et de la division en fonction des activités. 


Répartition et choix de I’échantillon 


La taille de la portion a tirage partiel de |’échantillon a été 
déterminée de facon a fournir, avec une _ fiabilité 
prédéterminée, des estimations du nombre total de salariés 
rémunérés, au niveau de la branche d’activité et de la 
province. Des fractions de sondage sont calculées pour tous 
les classements recoupés au niveau des codes 4a trois chiffres 
de la CTI, de la province et par groupe de tailles. Pour 
minimiser la taille de I’6chantillon, |’6chantillon est réparti de 
fagon que les unités les plus importantes sont les plus 
susceptibles d’étre choisies. Les fractions de sondage ne 
peuvent toutefois pas étre inférieures a 0.01. Un échantillon 
systématique est tiré pour chaque combinaison de la CTI 
niveau des codes 4 trois chiffres, de la province et de la taille. 
S‘il y a moins de 4 unités au niveau des codes de ia CTI a 3 
chiffres selon la province et par groupe de tailles, on ne tient 
pas compte de la fraction de sondage et toutes les unités sont 
choisies.

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Sample Rotation 


Generally speaking, after 12 months, in-sample units 
are replaced, and are not eligible for reselection for at 
least 12 months. Hence, approximately 1/12 of the 
take-some sample is replaced every month. Some 
units have to stay more than 12 months in sample due 
to the lack of replacement units at the 3 digit industry, 
province and size group level. 


Reliability 


Reliability of the estimates can be assessed by 
examining sampling errors and by controlling non- 
sampling errors. These are two types of errors possible 
in estimates based on a sample survey. 


Sampling errors occur because observations are made 
only on a sample rather than on the entire universe. 
Estimates based on a sample differ from the figures 
that would have been obtained if a complete census 
had been taken using the same questionnaires, 
instructions, interviewers and processing techniques. 
The difference with respect to a particular estimate is 
called the sampling error of the estimate. 


Non-sampling errors are errors which are not related to 
sampling and may occur in a survey operation for 
many reasons. Non-response, coverage and 
classification errors, differences in the interpretation of 
the question, incorrect information from respondents, 
mistakes in recording, coding and processing of data 
are examples of non-sampling errors. Efforts to reduce 
non-sampling errors include careful design of 
questionnaires, editing of data follow-up of and 
imputation for non-respondents and thorough control 
of processing operation. The SEPH program has a 
head-office Quality Assurance unit that is mandated to 
reduce non-sampling errors and ensure that concepts 
and definitions are respected. 


Indicators of Sampling Errors 


The true sampling error is not known, however, it can 
be estimated from the sample itself by using a 
statistical measure called the standard error of a 
survey estimate. When the standard error is expressed 
as a percent of the estimate, it is known as the 
relative standard error or coefficient of variation. 
Tables of indicators of the coefficients of variation are 
available on request along with an explanatory note on 
how to use them to judge the quality of the estimates 
contained in this publication. 


Rotation de I’échantillon

Fiabilité des estimations 


La fiabilité des estimations est fondées en examinant |’erreur 
d’éChantillonnage et en contrélant les erreurs non due a 
l’échantillonnage. Ce sont les deux types d’erreurs possibles 

dans |’échantillon. 


Les erreurs d’échantillonnage proviennent de ce que les 
observations se font a partir d’un échantillon au lieu de 
I‘univers complet. Les estimations basées sur un échantillon 
différent des statistiques que I|’on obtiendrait d’un recensement 
complet effectué au moyen des mémes questionnaires, des 
mémes directives, des mémes intervieweurs et des mémes 
techniques de traitement. Cette différence, lorsqu’il s‘agit 
d’une’ estimation  particuliére, s’appelle  l’erreur 
d’échantillonnage de |’estimation. 


Les erreurs non dues a I’échantillonnage ne se rattachent pas 
a I’échantillon et peuvent se produire tout au long d’une 
enquéte pour plusieurs raisons. Les cas de non-réponse, les 
anomalies de couverture et de classification, ies différences 
d‘interprétation des questions, la communication de 
renseignements inexacts par les répondants et les fautes 
d’entrée, de codage et de traitement des données sont autant 
d’erreurs non attribuables a |’échantillonnage. On cherche a 
réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage par 
une formulation soignée des questionnaires, une vérification 
attentive des chiffres déclarés, le travail de suivi, l‘imputation 
de données aux unités non répondantes et un contréle 
rigoureux des techniques de traitement. Il existe une sous- 
section de contréle de la qualité au bureau central qui est 
chargée de réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a 
l’échantillonnage pour I’EERH et de veiller 4 ce que les 
concepts et les définitions soient observés. 


Indicateurs des erreurs d’échantillonnage 


L’erreur d’échantillonnage reste inconnue, on peut cependant 
‘estimer a partir de I’échantillon en utilisant une mesure 
appelée écart-type d’une estimation de sondage. Lorsque 
l’écart-type est exprimé en pourcentage de l’estimation, on 
l’appelle écart-type relatif ou coefficient de variation. Des 
tableaux d’indicateurs de coefficients de variation sont 
disponibles sur demande ainsi qu’une note explicative sur la 
facon de les utiliser pour déterminer la qualité des estimations 
figurant dans la présente publication. 
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Non-Sampling Errors 


SEPH has a statistical quality control program at the 
data capture, structure updating and data editing 
stages to minimize non-sampling errors. These 
programs monitor and control the completeness, 
accuracy and consistency of the reported survey data. 
Procedures are in place to follow-up for non-response 
and to impute for those late responses since SEPH 
publishes estimates only for the two recent months in 
any particular reference cycle. 


Response Rates 


Each month, SEPH releases statistics for the two latest 
reference months. The "preliminary" month’s 
estimates and the "revised" month’s estimates are 
based on response rates of 80% and 90% respectively 
for both reporting units and employment. 


Characteristics of Non-Respondents and Follow-up 


Firms that do not report data diminish the accuracy of 
the estimates. Non-response may affect the estimates 
in different ways. Non-response may be divided into 
those who refuse to report and those who report 
“late”. 


Less than one percent of firms surveyed refuse to 
report data and most refusals are by small firms. 
About ten per cent of firms report too late to be 
included in the estimation process at all. Late 
reporters tend to be large firms and those using the 
computer reporting service (CRS) for data collection. 


Reporting units, which are non-respondents to the 
initial mailing, are followed up by telephone by the 
staff of the regional offices of Statistics Canada. If 
units continue to be non-respondents even after 
follow-up, then data will be imputed for these units. 
All the records with imputed values are subject to the 
edits mentioned above. 


Imputation 


Imputation for non-respondent units, which have been 
in the survey for more than one month, is based on the 
ratio of the monthly changes. The ratio of the monthly 
change for each characteristic is calculated from units 
that responded both in the current and the previous 
month and is applied to the previous month’s data of 
each non-respondent. 


For the non-responding units that are new to the 
survey, imputation is based on other sources of 


Erreurs non due a I’6chantillonnage 


L’EERH comprend un programme de contréle de la qualité des 
données qui est appliqué lors de la saisie des données, de la 
mise a jour des structures et du contréle des données afin de 
minimiser les erreurs d’échantillonnage. Ce programme sert a 
déterminer et a vérifier l’intégrité, la précision et la cohérence 
des données déclarées. Des mesures sont prévues pour le 
suivi des cas de non-réponse et pour I’imputation de données 
dans le cas de déclarations tardives étant donné que les 
estimations tirées de l‘EERH sont publiées seulement pour les 
deux mois les plus récents de toute période de référence. 


Taux de réponse 


Chaque mois, des statistiques de I’EERH sont publiées pour les 
deux derniers mois de_ référence. Les estimations 
"préliminaires" du mois le plus récent et les estimations 
"révisées” du mois qui le précéde sont fondées sur des taux de 
réponse de 80 % et de 90% respectivement a la fois pour les 
unités déclarantes et |’emploi. 


Caractéristiques des non-répondants et suivi 


Les entreprises qui ne déclarent pas de donr:¢es diminuent la 
précision des estimations. La non-réponse peuvent influer sur 
la valeur des estimations de différentes facons. Les 
non-répondants peuvent étre répartis en deux catégories, soit 
ceux qui refusent de collaborer et ceux qui remettent leur 
déclaration en retard. 


La proportion des entreprises visées par l’enquéte qui ont 
refusé de fournir des données est inférieure a un pour cent; la 
plupart des refus sont opposés par les petites entreprises. 
Environ dix pour cent des entreprises renvoient leur 
questionnaire trop tard pour que les données puissent €étre 
incluses dans le processus d’estimation. Les déclarants tardifs 
sont habituellement des grandes entreprises et des entreprises 
qui utilisent le service de déclaration automatisé (SDA) pour la 
collecte des données. 


Le personnel des bureaux régionaux de Statistique Canada 
relance par téléphone les unités déclarantes qui tardent a 
répondre au questionnaire. Lorsque des unités persistent a ne 
pas répondre méme aprés le suivi, des données leur sont 
imputées. Tous les enregistrements dont les données 
découlent d’une imputation sont soumis aux vérifications 
mentionnées ci-dessus. 


Imputation 


L’imputation de données aux unités non répondantes 
comprises dans le champ de I’enquéte depuis plus d’un mois 
est basée sur le ratio des variations mensuelles de ces unités.

Le 
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information such as the employment intention of the 
unit and the characteristics of the responding units in 
the same industry group, province and size. Previous 
months data are used to impute for establishments 
with more than 200 employees. 


Coverage Errors 


Two sources of coverage errors associated with using 
survey frames relate to duplication and undercoverage. 
Duplication occurs on the frame when payroll 
deduction records are unable to be linked to their 
associated businesses residing on the frame. 
Undercoverage arises due to the time required to 
classify and/or link new payroll deduction units. 


The Methods and Quality Assurance Section of the 
Business Register Division produces quality measures 
to monitor the performance of the frame. 


Data Edit and Correction 


All the questionnaires are initially screened for 
completeness by the interviewers of the Statistics 
Canada regional offices. Thereafter, extensive 
computer edit procedures for accuracy and 
consistency are performed at the Ottawa head office. 
As a result of any of the above-mentioned editing 
techniques, the respondent may be contacted to 
confirm or explain the data. 


The edit procedures include the comparison of the 
values of key characteristics ( e.g. number of 
employees, hours worked, salary per employee, etc.) 
reported for consecutive months by the same unit to 
detect large changes or errors in reporting. Whenever 
there is a large change or the data appears 
inconsistent, the record is signalled by the computer 
edit for review and is subject to correction or 
acceptance where appropriate. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources 
Employment 


SEPH payroll employment estimates are frequently 
compared to the employment estimates provided by 
the Labour Force Survey (LFS). When comparing the 
establishment-based SEPH employment estimates to 
the household-based LFS data, some differences can 
be quantified and others not. The quantifiable 
adjustments to the LFS include the addition of multiple 
job holders and the subtraction of the following: 
unpaid family workers, self-employed, unpaid 
absentees (such as workers on strike), incorporated 
businesses, working partners without employees and 
the industries excluded from SEPH. The adjustments 
which are not easily quantifiable include differences,

La section des méthodes et du contréle de la qualité de la 
division du Registre des entreprises produit des mesures de 
qualité pour assurer la bonne représentation de la liste des 
entreprises. 


Contréle et correction des données 


Au départ, les intervieweurs des bureaux régionaux de 
Statistique Canada s’assurent que tous les questionnaires sont 
complets. Ultérieurement, le personnel du bureau d’Ottawa 
vérifie par ordinateur |’exactitude et la cohérence des chiffres 
déclarés. A chacune de ces deux étapes de vérification, un 
répondant peut étre appelé a confirmer ou a expliquer ses 
chiffres. 


Nos procédés de contréle nous permettent de comparer les 
valeurs des principales caractéristiques (nombre de salariés, 
heures travaillées, traitement par salarié, etc.) déclarées par la 
méme unité plusieurs mois de suite. Ainsi, il est possible de 
déceler les grandes variations ou les erreurs, s‘il en est.

Comparabilité avec d’autres sources de données 
L’emploi — 


Les données sur |’emploi de l’EERH sont souvent comparées 
aux estimations de l’emploi fournies par l’enquéte sur la 
population active (EPA). Lorsque |’on compare les données de 
IEPA qui sont fondées sur les ménages et les estimations de 
I’emploi de I’EERH qui sont basées sur les établissements, 
certaines différences peuvent étre quantifiées et d’autres, non. 
Les rajustements quantifiables, dont peuvent faire l’objet les 
estimations de |’EPA, comprennent I’ajout des personnes 
cumulant des emplois et la suppression des travailleurs 

familiaux non rémunérés, des travailleurs autonomes, des 
absents non rémunérés (les travailleurs en gréve par exemple), 
des entreprises constituées en société, des associés actifs 
dans des entreprises sans_ salari6és et des activités 
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errors in SIC coding, differences in reference periods, 
survey procedures and the unrecorded economy. Also, 
SEPH covers the Northwest Territories while the LFS 
does not. The LFS data, which focus on demographic 
characteristics of the labour force, are reasonable 
measures of trends within broad industry and 
occupational groups. The SEPH estimates are more 
suitable as indicators of employment change over 
detailed industry groups. 


According to the 1980 SIC System, public 
administration (811-837) contains only those 
establishments engaged in activities that are 
governmental in character and those serving as 
internal service agencies of the public service. SEPH 
does not publish defence services (811) and includes 
civilian defence workers in federal administration. 
Thus, SEPH publishes public administration data that 
essentially conforms to this definition. Government 
establishments engaged in activities such as health 
and education services and transportation and 
communication services are classified to the 
appropriate industries. The Public Institutions Division 
(PID) publishes government employment data that 
represent all employees of non-commercial entities 
under the control of a government. 


The quantifiable adjustments to the PID data include 
the addition of Statistics Canada interviewers and the 
exclusion of military personnel, government personnel 
working outside of Canada, employees on unpaid 
absences and government employees assigned to 
industries other than public administration. The 
adjustments which are not easily quatifiable include 
differences in reference periods, survey procedures 
and the treatment of extra pay periods. The Labour 
and Public Institution Divisions conduct a reconciliation 
process to ensure that the public administration data 
are compatible. 


Earnings 


The user community generally focuses on two earnings 
indicators which are often compared to the average 
weekly and hourly earnings data produced by SEPH. 
These two earnings indicators are referred to as the 
Labour Canada base wage rate settlements and the 
estimates of Wages and Salaries and Supplementary 
Labour Income produced by the Labour Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Labour Canada’s wage rate indicator data include only 
unionized workers covered by major collective 
agreements representing 500 or more employees. For 
instance, the Labour Canada Base wage rate, as an 
indicator of wage change, covers about 10% of the 
overall SEPH employment. Therefore, the value and

Les services 
de la défense (811) sont exclus de I’EERH sauf les employées 
civils oeuvrant dans ce ministére. L’EERH publie des données 
pour l’administration publique par rapport a cette définition. 
Les établissements a caractére gouvernemental oeuvrant dans 
le domaine de la santé,|’6ducation et le service des transports 
et de la communication sont classifiés par rapport a leur 
activité respective. La Division des institutions publiques (DIP), 
publie des données sur l’emploi pour les entités non- 
commercialles gérées par le gouvernement. 


Les ajustements quantifiables aux données de _ DIP 
comprennent les intervieweurs de Statistique Canada mais 
excluent le personnel militaire, les personnes travaillants, a 
l‘extérieur du Canada, en congé non payé et les personnes 
dont l’activité est autre que l’administration publique. Les 
ajustements qui ne sont pas obtenus facilement, comprennent 
des différences dans la période de référence, les procédures et 
le traitement des périodes de paye supplémentaire. La Division 
du travail et la Division des institutions publiques font une 
réconciliation afin de s’assurer que les données soient 
compatibles. 


Gains 


Les utilisateurs optent généralement pour deux indicateurs de 
rémunération qui sont souvent comparé a la rémunération 
hebdomadaire et horaire produite par I’EERH.

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relevance of the Labour Canada base wage rate as an 
indicator of wage change should be carefully 
considered. The estimates of wages and salaries 
produced by the Labour Income Section are primarily 
based on annual T-4 supplementary administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada Taxation which 
are projected forward on a monthly/quarterly basis 
using SEPH and LFS data. Supplementary Labour 
Income (SLI), which accounts for about 11% of total 
Labour Income, are not measured by SEPH. SLI 
includes employer contributions to pensions plans, 
medical and other welfare plans, Canadian and Quebec 
Pension Plan and workers’ compensation. The labour 
income estimates, which are a more comprehensive 
source of employment compensation, do not provide 
any information on wage rates. The SEPH data for 
average weekly/hourly earnings as well as Labour 
Canada’s base wage rate statistics are imperfect 
indicators of wage rate changes because they are 
subject to compositional shifts by industries, by 
provinces and changes in underlying rates of pay. 


Comparability Over Time 


SEPH data have been historically corrected to produce 
consistent time series from January 1983 to date. 
The revised time series, which incorporated corrections 
for major discontinuities, reflect economic change over 
the 1983-1991 period. By reducing the statistical 
impacts of sampling and non-sampling errors, the 
SEPH historically-corrected series can be considered to 
be more consistent trend measures of payroll 
employment, earnings and paid hours. 


Products 
Seasonal Adjustment 


It is common practice to publish most economic 
indicators in seasonally adjusted and unadjusted forms. 
Fluctuations in economic time series are caused by 
seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements. A 
seasonally-adjusted series is one from which seasonal 
movements have been eliminated. Seasonal 
movements are defined as those which are caused by 
regular annual events such as usual changes in 
weather, reduced or expanded production and the 
opening and closing of schools. Since these seasonal 
events follow a more or less regular pattern each year, 
their influence on statistical trends can be eliminated 
by adjusting the statistics from month-to-month. 
Seasonal adjustment is imperfect, so if a time series 
has irregular variation that is larger than the seasonal 
variation, the seasonally adjusted series will be a poor 
estimate.

Comparabilité dans le temps

meilleur apercu de |’évolution Economique pour 1983-1991. 
Maintenant que _ MI’incidence statistique des _ erreurs 
d’échantillonnage et des erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage 
a été réduite, les séries chronologiquement révisées de |’EERH 
constituent des mesures plus cohérentes des tendances 
relatives a l’emploi, a la rémunération et aux heures de travail. 


Produits 
Désaisonnalisation 


ll est de pratique courante de publier la plupart des indicateurs 
économiques sous forme désaisonnalisée et non 
désaisonnalisée. Les fluctuations relevées dans les séries 
chronologiques d’ordre économique sont causées par des 
mouvements saisonniers, cycliques et irréguliers. Dans une 
série désaisonnalisée, les mouvements saisonniers ont été 
supprimés. Les mouvements saisonniers sont définis comme 
étant ceux qui sont causés par des événements qui se 
produisent chaque année, par exemple les changements 
climatiques habituels, le ralentissement ou l’accroissement de 
la production, et l’ouverture et la fermeture des établissements 
d’enseignement. Comme ces événements saisonniers se 
produisent a des intervalles annuelles assez réguliers, leur 
incidence sur les tendances statistiques peut étre supprimée en 
rectifiant les statistiques d’un mois a I’autre. 
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In the opinion of the Time Series Division of Statistics 
Canada, the unadjusted series will probably be a better 
estimate than the poorer seasonally adjusted series. 


Fixed-Weighted Earnings Index 


A: set of fixed-weighted average hourly and weekly 
earnings index data has been constructed to deal with 
the impact of changes in the employment mix between 
industries, provinces/territories and salaried and hourly 
employees. This index provides a better indicator of 
the underlying trends in wage rates than the variable 
weighted earnings series. 


This data series corrects the compositional changes of 
employment by _ re-aggregating SEPH survey 
information using fixed rather than variable weights for 
the paid hours. Overtime is excluded because it is an 
important source of compositional change in some 
industries. Statistics Canada’s time base year for any 
index, such as the CPI, is 1986=100. Thus, for 
consistency purposes, the time base year for the fixed- 
weighted earnings index is the same. 


Diffusion Index 


The diffusion index measures the dispersion of change 
for the SEPH variables and represents the fraction of 
industries which had year-over-year increases in the 
value of a variable. The SEPH diffusion index data are 
available for selected industry groups for Canada 
employment, average weekly hours, average hourly 
earnings and average weekly earnings adjusted for 
inflation. 


The diffusion index can be used to assess how broad 
based a change in level is for SEPH variables such as 
employment or average weekly hours for the Industrial 
Aggregate. The index is particularly useful in analyzing 
trends in cyclically-sensitive industries such as 
manufacturing and trade. 


Revision Policy 


On a monthly basis, the preliminary data will be 
revised in the following month. On an annual basis, 
seasonally-adjusted and raw data will be revised with 
the release of the December revised data for the 
calendar year. The SEPH Program will keep up to 4 
years open for revision to coincide with the revisions 
made every June by the Canadian System of National 
Accounts Divisions in Statistics Canada. 

From time to time, an historical revision is necessary 
for changes related to new data sources and revised 
industry classifications and frame changes.

Indice des gains 4 pondération fixe 


La série & pondération fixe des gains horaires et 
hebdomadaires moyens a été concue pour traiter I‘impact des 
changements dans l‘emploi entre; les _ industries, 
provinces/territoires, les employés et les employés payés a 
I’heure. Cet indices est un meilleur indicateur des tendances 
des gains a celles des gains pondérés. 


Il s’agit d’une série de données qui corrige les changements 
dans la composition de I’emploi en groupant différemment les 
données de l’EERH au moyen d’une pondération fixe plut6t que 
variable pour les heures payés. Le temps supplémentaire est 
exclu parce que cet élément influe de facon considérable sur 
la composition de l'emploi pour certaines activités 
économiques. L’année de référence déterminée par Statistique 
Canada pour tout indice, par exemple I’/IPC, est 1986 =100. 
Par conséquent, c’est aussi celle qui a été établie pour I’indice 
des gains 4 pondération fixe, pour assurer la cohérence. 


Indice de diffusion 


L’indice de diffusion indique l’ampleur des changements 
intervenues au niveau des variables de |’EERH et représente la 
fraction des industries pour lesquelles on a enregistré une 
croissance annuelle de la valeur de cette variable. Les indices 
de diffusion rendus disponibles par |’EERH sont |’emploi au 
Canada, les heures hebdomadaires moyennes travaillées, la 
rémunération horaire et hebdomadaire moyenne aprés 
correction pour I’inflation. 


Les indices de diffusion permettent de repérer la tendance 
générale adoptée par les variables de I’enquéte tel que l|’emploi 
ou les heures hebdomadaires moyennes pour I’ensemble des 
industries. L’indice est particuligrement apprécié dans 
\‘analyse des tendances au niveau des industries plus sensibles 
au mouvements  cycliques tel que les _ industries 
manufacturiéres et le commerce. 


Politique de révision 


Sur une base mensuelle, les données préliminaires seront 
révisées le mois suivant. Par contre, la révision des données 
désaisonnalisées et non-désaisonnalisées se fera sur une base 
annuelle, c’est-a-dire avec la parution des données révisées du 
mois de décembre de |’année en cours. Afin de coincider avec 
les révisions de juin de les divisions du Systéme canadien de 
comptabilité nationale de Statistique Canada, |I’EERH se 
réserve une période ouverte de quatre ans. 

A l‘occasion, une révision historique devient nécessaire. Cela 
est dO aux nouvelles sources de données, une classification 
d’industries révisées et au changement a la base de sondage.

Survey Overview 


Apercu de I’enquéte 


The Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours is 


designed to measure, on a monthly basis, the levels and 
month-to-month trends of payroll employment, paid 
hours and earnings. These measures are compiled at 
detailed industrial levels for Canada, the Provinces and 
Territories. 


All employers in Canada, except those primarily 
concerned with agriculture, fishing and trapping, private 
household services, religious organizations and defence 
services, form the target population for the survey. 


Conceptually, the SEPH reference period is the last seven 
days in any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month. 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information provided by firms of all sizes and in the case 
of government units, by Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Data are released for the two latest reference months. 
The preliminary month’s estimates and the preceding 
revised month’s estimates are based on response rates 
of approximately 80% and 90% respectively. 


DEFINITIONS 
Employee: 


Any person(s) drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences, and for whom the employer is required to 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form. 


Average Earnings: 


Gross taxable payrolls divided by the number of 
employees on payrolls equals average earnings. Excluded 
from the payroll dollar amounts are taxable allowances 
and benefits, lump sum special payments, certain types 
of non-wage compensation as well as employer 
contributions to unemployment insurance, 
Canada/Quebec pension plans, provincial medical plans, 
worker’s compensation and other welfare plans.

® Payroll employment for December was estimated at 
9,949,000, the second consecutive monthly increase 
following five months of decline. The decline in annual 
average industrial aggregate’ payroll employment was smaller

@ Increases in payroll employment in December were 
concentrated in the service-producing industries, with the 
exception of health and social services and_ public 
administration. 


@ Seasonally adjusted average weekly earnings? were

In December 1992, the seasonally adjusted Canada 
estimate of average weekly earnings for service 
producing industries, grew by 3.7% over December 
1991 while goods producing industries rose by 
2.4% during the same period. These earnings 
increases were less than in December 1991 when 
growth was recorded at 4.8% for goods producing 
industries and 4.5% for service producing 
industries.

Objectives 


Vi Survey of Employment, Payrolls and Hours 


(SEPH) is primarily designed to provide monthly 
estimates of the total number of employees on 
payrolls, average weekly and hourly earnings and 
average weekly hours for Canada, provinces and 
territories at detailed industry levels. 


Target Population 


The target population is all employers in Canada 
except those primarily concerned with agriculture, 
fishing and trapping, private household services, 
religious organizations and defence services. SEPH 
draws its sampie from the Business Register 
maintained by the Business Register Division of 
Statistics Canada. 


Data Sources 


The statistics contained in this report are based on 
information obtained from employers of firms of all 
sizes and from the Public Institutions Division in 
Statistics Canada. All information except that related 
to employment and payroll statistics for the 
government units (federal, provincial and local levels of 
government) are provided by firms. 


Data Collection 


SEPH has four methods of data _ collection. 
Questionnaires are mailed out each month to the 
payroll office of employers. Telephone interviews are 
used for respondents who express a preference for 
being surveyed by telephone. Computer printouts are 
supplied by those respondents who prefer to report 
their data through their computerized payroll system. 
SEPH, via an exchange of data arrangement between 
the Labour and Public Institutions Divisions of 
Statistics Canada, is supplied with government units 
records providing general government services which 
are under the collection responsibility of the Public 
Institutions Division. 


Reference Period 


The SEPH reference period is the last seven days in 
any specified month, but the questionnaire asks 
respondents to report for the last pay period in the 
month. When the reported pay period is longer than

The sample covers all industries in 
scope for the survey, all provinces and territories and 
all sizes of units. Both the universe and the sample 
are updated monthly for births and deaths. 


Terms and Definitions 


Establishment: For statistical purposes it is the 
smallest entity capable of reporting statistics of 
economic production, typically a factory, mine, store 
or similar unit. 


Firm: A firm is any business or institution whether 
incorporated or not; it comprises sole proprietorships, 
partnerships, companies and other forms of 
organizations. 


Industry classifications: On the basis of its principal 
activity, each establishment is assigned an industry 
code according to the 1980 Standard Industrial 
Classification. A description of the various industries 
and groups of industries is contained in the "Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual", Catalogue 12-501. 
The "S.1.C. Code" columns on the tables correspond to 
the codes of this manual. SEPH has 281 industry 
groups in scope. For analytical purposes, we have 
created special groupings which are not part of the 
Standard Industrial Classification. 


a) Industrial aggregate (041- 999) represents the 
sum of all the industries included in the survey. 


b) Goods-producing industries (041-449)(491-499) 
comprise forestry, mining, manufacturing, 
construction and other utilities. 


c) Service-producing industries (451-484)(501-999) 
consists of transportation, communication and

Take some units: All other firms in the universe which 
have a known probability of selection are take some 
units. 


Employee 


All persons drawing pay for services rendered or for 
paid absences and for whom the employer must 
complete a Revenue Canada T-4 Supplementary Form 
constitute employees. 


The employee concept comprises full-time employees, 
part-time employees (those who regularly work fewer 
hours than the standard work week of the 
establishment). It also comprises working owners, 
directors, partners and other officers of incorporated 
businesses. 


The employee concept excludes owners or partners of 
unincorporated businesses and professional practices, 
the self employed, unpaid family workers, persons 
working outside Canada, military personnel, and casual 
workers for whom a T-4 is not required. It also 
excludes persons who did not receive any pay from 
the employer for the entire survey reference period 
(e.g. persons on strike, persons on unpaid holidays, 
persons receiving remuneration from an insurance, 
Workmen’s compensation or other related fund, etc.); 
however, employees paid from the employer for a part 
of the reference period and unemployed or on strike 
for the rest are counted as employed.

b) Salaried employees: any employee whose basic 
remuneration is a fixed amount for at least one 
week. 


With the exception of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education (851), Post Secondary (852) 
and University education (853) industries this 
category of employment represents Teaching 
Staff: those classified as teachers, instructors or 
academics in the payroll records (e.g. principal, 
professor, dean, head of department, master, 
teacher, etc.) whether they teach during the day 
or evening. Supply or substitute teachers are 
excluded. 


c) Other employees: those employees whose basic 
remuneration is in the form of commissions, piece 
rates, mileage allowances, etc. 


With the exception of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education (851), Post Secondary (852) 
and University education (853) industries this 
category of employment represents Supply or 
Substitute Teachers: teachers who are called in to 
teach whenever their services are needed either to 
augment the existing staff or as a short-term 
replacement for a full-time or part-time teacher. 


Earnings 


Payrolls: excludes dollar amounts that are taxable 
allowances and benefits, certain types of non-wage 
compensation as well as employer contributions to 
unemployment insurance, Canada/Quebec pension 
plans, provincial medical plans, workers compensation 
and other welfare plans. Annual special payments are 
excluded while other lump sum special payments are 
adjusted to coincide with the reference week period. 


Overtime pay: includes all pay received for the number 
of hours worked in excess of the standard work-day or 
work-week. 


Average weekly earnings {including overtime): 
represent gross taxable payrolls divided by the number 
of employees. It is calculated for the total number of 
employees, for the hourly-rated employees, for the

Average weekly overtime earnings: is derived by 
dividing the overtime weekly payrolls by the number of 
employees. It is calculated for the total number of 
employees, the hourly-rated employees and the 
salaried employees. 


Average hourly overtime earnings: is calculated for the 
hourly-rated employees by dividing the overtime 
weekly payrolls by the weekly number of overtime 
hours reported for this group of employees. 


Average hourly earnings {including overtime): is 
obtained by dividing the total weekly payrolls by the 
total weekly number of hours (the total weekly number 
of hours reported for the hourly-rated employees while, 
for salaried employees, it is derived by multiplying the 
average standard workweek hours by the number of 
salaried employees). Average hourly earnings is 
calculated for the hourly-rated employees and for the 
salaried employees. 


Average hourly overtime earnings: is calculated for 
the hourly-rated employees by dividing the overtime 
weekly payrolls by the weekly number of overtime 
hours reported for this group of employees. 


Average weekly earnings (excluding overtime): is 
obtained by dividing the weekly payrolls, which 
exclude the overtime weekly payrolls, by the number 
of employees. This estimate is calculated for hourly- 
rated employees and salaried employees. 


Hours 


Average weekly overtime hours: is derived by dividing 
the weekly number of overtime hours by the number 
of employees. This average is calculated for the 
hourly-rated employees. 


a) Total hours paid: all hours worked, including 
overtime hours, plus hours of paid absence (e.g. 
holidays, sick leave, jury duty, etc.) 


b) Overtime hours: the total hours for which 
overtime was paid. These represent the hours 
worked.

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Sample Design 
Survey Frame 


SEPH integrated to the new Business Register 
beginning with the October 1990 data reference 
month. The new Business Register is a complete list of 
all Canadian business entities engaged in economic 
activity. The objectives of the new BR are to improve 
coverage of the business universe, achieve greater 
consistency and comparability among the business 
surveys and to reduce respondent burden for smaller 
firms. 


The BR consists of the integrated portion (IP) of larger 
units which are updated regularly through survey 
feedback, profiling and administrative sources. The 
non-integrated portion (NIP) comprises smaller payroll 
deduction records and are updated essentially from 
administrative sources. 


Stratification 


For the purpose of the sample selection and for the 
determination of the survey sample size, the universe 
of reporting units is stratified into 12 provinces and 
territories, 16 industry divisions and 4 sizes. (An 
industry division is slightly more detailed than the 1- 
digit industry code). The size of a unit is defined to be 
the total number of paid employees in that unit. The 
four size groups are O to 19, 20 to 49, 50 to 199 and 
200 or more employees. The universe of reporting 
units is further stratified into take-all and take-some 
categories. The total sample size of SEPH is governed 
by the objective of a 3.00% coefficient of variation for 
the estimate of employment at the province by 
industry division level. 


Sample Allocation and Selection 


The size of the take-some for the survey has been 
determined in order to provide estimates of total 
number of paid employees at the industry group and 
province level with a prespecified reliability. Sampling 
fractions are computed for all cross-classifications of 
3 digit SICs, province and size groups. To minimize 
the sample size, the sample allocation is such that the 
largest units are the most likely to be selected. 
However, the sampling fractions cannot be smaller 
than 0.01. A systematic sample is drawn for every 3 
digit industry, province and size group. If the 
population count is less than 4 at the 3 digit SIC by 
province by size level, then the sampling fraction is 
disregarded and all the units are selected. The total 
sample size is the sum of the number of take-all and 
selected take-some units. 


Modéle de I|’échantillon 
Base de sondage 


On a commencé a utiliser le nouveau registre des entreprises 
pour réaliser |‘EERH 4 compter du mois de référence d’octobre 
1990. Le nouveau registre des entreprises est une liste 
compléte de toutes les entités commerciales canadiennes 
engagées dans une activité €conomique. Le RE a pour objet 
d’améliorer la couverture de l’univers des entreprises ainsi que 
la cohérence et la comparabilité des données des 
enquétes-entreprises, et de réduire le fardeau de réponse des 
entreprises de plus petite taille. 


Le RE comprend la partie intégrée des données sont les unités 
plus importantes qui sont mises a jour de facon réguliére a 
‘aide des résultats obtenus au moyen d’enquétes, 
d’établissement de profils et de sources administratives. La 
partie non-intégrée comprend les plus petites retenues sur les 
gains brute qui sont mis a jour principalement a partir de 
sources administratives. 


Stratification 


Pour les besoins de Il’enquéte on détermine la composition de 
I’échantillon et la taille en stratifiant l’univers des unités 
déclarantes est stratifié en 12 provinces et territoires, 16 
branches d’activité et 4 catégories de taille. (Une branche 
d’activité est légérement plus détaillée qu’une activité qui 
correspond a un code 4a un chiffre.) La taille d’une unité se 
définit comme étant le nombre total de salariés rémunérés que 
compte cette unité. Les quatre catégories de taille sont O a 
19, 20 4 49, 50 a 199 et 200 salariés et plus. En outre, 
l’univers des unités déclarantes est stratifié en deux groupes :

La taille de la portion a tirage partiel de I’échantillon a été 
déterminée de facgon a fournir, avec une _ fiabilité 
prédéterminée, des estimations du nombre total de salariés 
rémunérés, au niveau de la branche d’activité et de la 
province. Des fractions de sondage sont calculées pour tous 
les classements recoupés au niveau des codes 4a trois chiffres 
de la CTI, de la province et par groupe de tailles.

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Sample Rotation 


Generally speaking, after 12 months, in-sample units 
are replaced, and are not eligible for reselection for at 
least 12 months. Hence, approximately 1/12 of the 
take-some sample is replaced every month. Some 
units have to stay more than 12 months in sample due 
to the lack of replacement units at the 3 digit industry, 
province and size group level. 


Reliability 


Reliability of the estimates can be assessed by 
examining sampling errors and by controlling non- 
sampling errors. These are two types of errors possible 
in estimates based on a sample survey. 


Sampling errors occur because observations are made 
only on a sample rather than on the entire universe. 
Estimates based on a sample differ from the figures 
that would have been obtained if a complete census 
had been taken using the same questionnaires, 
instructions, interviewers and processing techniques. 
The difference with respect to a particular estimate is 
called the sampling error of the estimate. 


Non-sampling errors are errors which are not related to 
sampling and may occur in a survey operation for 
many reasons. Non-response, coverage and 
classification errors, differences in the interpretation of 
the question, incorrect information from respondents, 
mistakes in recording, coding and processing of data 
are examples of non-sampling errors. Efforts to reduce 
non-sampling errors include careful design of 
questionnaires, editing of data follow-up of and 
imputation for non-respondents and thorough control 
of processing operation. The SEPH program has a 
head-office Quality Assurance unit that is mandated to 
reduce non-sampling errors and ensure that concepts 
and definitions are respected. 


Indicators of Sampling Errors 


The true sampling error is not known, however, it can 
be estimated from the sample itself by using a 
statistical measure called the standard error of a 
survey estimate. When the standard error is expressed 
as a percent of the estimate, it is known as the 
relative standard error or coefficient of variation. 
Tables of indicators of the coefficients of variation are 
available on request along with an explanatory note on 
how to use them to judge the quality of the estimates 
contained in this publication. 


Rotation de I’6chantillon 


De facon générale, aprés 12 mois, les unités échantillonnées 
sont remplacées, et ne peuvent pas étre choisies de nouveau 
avant au moins 12 mois. Par conséquent, le un douziéme 
environ des unités a tirage partiel de I’échantillon est remplacé 
chaque mois. Il peut arriver que des unités doivent demeurer 
plus de 12 mois dans I’échantillon a cause du manque d’unités 
de remplacement au groupe codes d’activités a trois chiffres 
a la province , a la taille. 


Fiabilité des estimations 


La fiabilité des estimations est fondées en examinant l’erreur 
d’échantillonnage et en contrélant les erreurs non due a 
l’échantillonnage. Ce sont les deux types d’erreurs possibles 
dans |’échantillon. 


Les erreurs d’échantillonnage proviennent de ce que les 
observations se font a partir d’un échantillon au lieu de 
l‘univers complet. Les estimations basées sur un échantillon 
différent des statistiques que l’on obtiendrait d’un recensement 
complet effectué au moyen des mémes questionnaires, des 
mémes directives, des mémes intervieweurs et des mémes 
techniques de traitement. Cette différence, lorsqu’il s’agit 
d’une’ estimation particuliére, s’appelle  l’erreur 
d’échantillonnage de l’estimation. 


Les erreurs non dues a I’6chantillonnage ne se rattachent pas 
a l’échantillon et peuvent se produire tout au long d’une 
enquéte pour plusieurs raisons. Les cas de non-réponse, les 
anomalies de couverture et de classification, les différences 
d’interprétation des questions, la communication de 
renseignements inexacts par les répondants et les fautes 
d’entrée, de codage et de traitement des données sont autant 
d’erreurs non attribuables a I’échantillonnage. On cherche a 
réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage par 
une formulation soignée des questionnaires, une vérification 
attentive des chiffres déclarés, le travail de suivi, l’imputation 
de données aux unités non répondantes et un contréle 
rigoureux des techniques de traitement. Il existe une sous- 
section de contréle de la qualité au bureau central qui est 
chargée de réduire le nombre d’erreurs non dues a 
\’échantillonnage pour I’EERH et de veiller 4 ce que les 
concepts et les définitions soient observés. 


Indicateurs des erreurs d’é6chantillonnage 


L’erreur d’échantillonnage reste inconnue, on peut cependant 
l‘estimer a partir de I’échantillon en utilisant une mesure 
appelée écart-type d’une estimation de sondage. Lorsque 
l’écart-type est exprimé en pourcentage de l’estimation, on 
l’‘appelle é6cart-type relatif ou coefficient de variation. Des 
tableaux d’indicateurs de coefficients de variation sont 
disponibles sur demande ainsi qu’une note explicative sur la 
facgon de les utiliser pour déterminer la qualité des estimations 
figurant dans la présente publication. 
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Non-Sampling Errors 


SEPH has a statistical quality control program at the 
data capture, structure updating and data editing 
stages to minimize non-sampling errors. These 
programs monitor and control the completeness, 
accuracy and consistency of the reported survey data. 
Procedures are in place to follow-up for non-response 
and to impute for those late responses since SEPH 
publishes estimates only for the two recent months in 
any particular reference cycle. 


Response Rates 


Each month, SEPH releases statistics for the two latest 
reference months. The "preliminary" month’s 
estimates and the "revised" month’s estimates are 
based on response rates of 80% and 90% respectively 
for both reporting units and employment. 


Characteristics of Non-Respondents and Follow-up 


Firms that do not report data diminish the accuracy of 
the estimates. Non-response may affect the estimates 
in different ways. Non-response may be divided into 
those who refuse to report and those who report 
"late". 


Less than one percent of firms surveyed refuse to 
report data and most refusals are by small firms. 
About ten per cent of firms report too late to be 
included in the estimation process at all. Late 
reporters tend to be large firms and those using the 
computer reporting service (CRS) for data collection. 


Reporting units, which are non-respondents to the 
initial mailing, are followed up by telephone by the 
staff of the regional offices of Statistics Canada. If 
units continue to be non-respondents even after 
follow-up, then data will be imputed for these units. 
All the records with imputed values are subject to the 
edits mentioned above. 


Imputation 


Imputation for non-respondent units, which have been 
in the survey for more than one month, is based on the 
ratio of the monthly changes. The ratio of the monthly 
change for each characteristic is calculated from units 
that responded both in the current and the previous 
month and is applied to the previous month's data of 
each non-respondent. 


For the non-responding units that are new to the 
survey, imputation is based on other sources of 


Erreurs non due a I’6chantillonnage 


L’EERH comprend un programme de contr6le de la qualité des 
données qui est appliqué lors de la saisie des données, de la 
mise a jour des structures et du contréle des données afin de 
minimiser les erreurs d‘échantillonnage. Ce programme sert a 
déterminer et a vérifier l’intégrité, la précision et la cohérence 
des données déclarées. Des mesures sont prévues pour le 
suivi des cas de non-réponse et pour I’‘imputation de données 
dans le cas de déclarations tardives étant donné que les 
estimations tirées de I’EERH sont publiées seulement pour les 
deux mois les plus récents de toute période de référence. 


Taux de réponse 


Chaque mois, des statistiques de l‘EERH sont publiées pour les 
deux derniers mois de_ référence. Les estimations 
"préliminaires" du mois le plus récent et les estimations 
"révisées” du mois qui le précéde sont fondées sur des taux de 
réponse de 80 % et de 90% respectivement a la fois pour les 
unités déclarantes et l'emploi. 


Caracté6ristiques des non-répondants et suivi 


Les entreprises qui ne déclarent pas de données diminuent la 
précision des estimations. La non-réponse peuvent influer sur 
la valeur des estimations de différentes facons. Les 
non-répondants peuvent étre répartis en deux catégories, soit 
ceux qui refusent de collaborer et ceux qui remettent leur 
déclaration en retard. 


La proportion des entreprises visées par l’enquéte qui ont 
refusé de fournir des données est inférieure a un pour cent; la 
plupart des refus sont opposés par les petites entreprises. 
Environ dix pour cent des entreprises renvoient leur 
questionnaire trop tard pour que les données puissent étre 
incluses dans le processus d’estimation. Les déclarants tardifs 
sont habituellement des grandes entreprises et des entreprises 
qui utilisent le service de déclaration automatisé (SDA) pour la 
collecte des données. 


Le personnel des bureaux régionaux de Statistique Canada 
relance par téléphone les unités déclarantes qui tardent a 
répondre au questionnaire. Lorsque des unités persistent a ne 
pas répondre méme aprés le suivi, des données leur sont 
imputées. Tous les enregistrements dont les données 
découlent d’une imputation sont soumis aux vérifications 
mentionnées ci-dessus. 


Imputation 


L’imputation de données aux unités non répondantes 
comprises dans le champ de I’enquéte depuis plus d’un mois 
est basée sur le ratio des variations mensuelles de ces unités. 
Le ratio de la variation mensuelle d’une caractéristique se 
calcule a partir des unités qui ont répondu pour le mois courant 
et le mois précédent, et s’applique aux données du mois 
précédent de chaque unité non répondante. 


Dans !e cas des unités non répondantes qui sont visées par 
l’‘enquéte pour la premiére fois, l’imputation se fonde sur 
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information such as the employment intention of the 
unit and the characteristics of the responding units in 
the same industry group, province and size. Previous 
months data are used to impute for establishments 
with more than 200 employees. 


Coverage Errors 


Two sources of coverage errors associated with using 
survey frames relate to duplication and undercoverage. 
Duplication occurs on the frame when payroll 
deduction records are unable to be linked to their 
associated businesses residing on the frame. 
Undercoverage arises due to the time required to 
classify and/or link new payroll deduction units. 


The Methods and Quality Assurance Section of the 
Business Register Division produces quality measures 
to monitor the performance of the frame. 


Data Edit and Correction 


All the questionnaires are initially screened for 
completeness by the interviewers of the Statistics 
Canada _ regional offices. Thereafter, extensive 
computer edit procedures for accuracy and 
consistency are performed at the Ottawa head office. 
As a result of any of the above-mentioned editing 
techniques, the respondent may be contacted to 
confirm or explain the data. 


The edit procedures include the comparison of the 
values of key characteristics ( e.g. number of 
employees, hours worked, salary per employee, etc.) 
reported for consecutive months by the same unit to 
detect large changes or errors in reporting. Whenever 
there is a large change or the data appears 
inconsistent, the record is signalled by the computer 
edit for review and is subject to correction or 
acceptance where appropriate. 


Comparability With Other Data Sources 
Employment 


SEPH payroll employment estimates are frequently 
compared to the employment estimates provided by 
the Labour Force Survey (LFS). When comparing the 
establishment-based SEPH employment estimates to 
the household-based LFS data, some differences can 
be quantified and others not. The quantifiable 
adjustments to the LFS include the addition of multiple 
job holders and the subtraction of the following: 
unpaid family workers, self-employed, unpaid 
absentees (such as workers on strike), incorporated 
businesses, working partners without employees and 
the industries excluded from SEPH. The adjustments 
which are not easily quantifiable include differences,

Erreurs de couverture 


Deux erreurs de converture découlent des doubles comptes et 
le sous dénombrement de la base de sondages. Les doubles 
comptes se produisent dans la base lorsqu’il est impossible de 
coupler les enregistrements des retenues sur la paye avec les 
entreprises correspondantes de la base de sondage. Le sous- 
dénombrement résulte du temps requis pour classer et (ou) 
coupler les nouvelles unités de retenues sur la paye avec les 
entreprises Correspondantes. 


La section des méthodes et du contréle de la qualité de la 
division du Registre des entreprises produit des mesures de 
qualité pour assurer la bonne représentation de la liste des 
entreprises. 


Contréle et correction des données 


Au départ, les intervieweurs des bureaux régionaux de 
Statistique Canada s’assurent que tous les questionnaires sont 
complets. Ultérieurement, le personnel du bureau d’Ottawa 
vérifie par ordinateur l’exactitude et la cohérence des chiffres 
déclarés. A chacune de ces deux étapes de vérification, un 
répondant peut étre appelé a confirmer ou a expliquer ses 
chiffres. 


Nos procédés de contréle nous permettent de comparer les 
valeurs des principales caractéristiques (nombre de salariés, 
heures travaillées, traitement par salarié, etc.) déclarées par la 
méme unité plusieurs mois de suite. Ainsi, il est possible de 
déceler les grandes variations ou les erreurs, s’‘il en est. 
Chaque fois qu’une forte variation est constatée ou que les 
données semblent incohérentes, |’ordinateur signale le cas, et 
les données de l’enregistrement sont corrigées ou leur 
exactitude est confirmée, selon le cas. 


Comparabilité avec d’autres sources de données 
L’emploi 


Les données sur I’emploi de l’EERH sont souvent comparées 
aux estimations de |’emploi fournies par l’enquéte sur la 
population active (EPA). Lorsque l’on compare les données de 
EPA qui sont fondées sur les ménages et les estimations de 
’‘emploi de |’EERH qui sont basées sur les établissements, 
certaines différences peuvent étre quantifiées et d’autres, non. 
Les rajustements quantifiables, dont peuvent faire I’objet les 
estimations de |’EPA, comprennent l’ajout des personnes 
cumulant des emplois et la suppression des travailleurs 
familiaux non rémunérés, des travailleurs autonomes, des 
absents non rémunérés (les travailleurs en gréve par exemple), 
des entreprises constituées en société, des associés actifs 
dans des entreprises sans. salari6és et des _ activités 
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errors in SIC coding, differences in reference periods, 
survey procedures and the unrecorded economy. Also, 
SEPH covers the Northwest Territories while the LFS 
does not. The LFS data, which focus on demographic 
characteristics of the labour force, are reasonable 
measures of trends within broad industry and 
occupational groups. The SEPH estimates are more 
suitable as indicators of employment change over 
detailed industry groups. 


According to the 1980 SIC System, public 
administration (811-837) contains only’ those 
establishments engaged in activities that are 
governmental in character and those serving as 
internal service agencies of the public service. SEPH 
does not publish defence services (811) and includes 
civilian defence workers in federal administration. 
Thus, SEPH publishes public administration data that 
essentially conforms to this definition. Government 
establishments engaged in activities such as health 
and education services and transportation and 
communication services are classified to the 
appropriate industries. The Public Institutions Division 
(PID) publishes government employment data that 
represent all employees of non-commercial entities 
under the control of a government. 


The quantifiable adjustments to the PID data include 
the addition of Statistics Canada interviewers and the 
exclusion of military personnel, government personnel 
working outside of Canada, employees on unpaid 
absences and government employees assigned to 
industries other than public administration. The 
adjustments which are not easily quatifiable include 
differences in reference periods, survey procedures 
and the treatment of extra pay periods. The Labour 
and Public Institution Divisions conduct a reconciliation 
process to ensure that the public administration data 
are compatible. 


Earnings 


The user community generally focuses on two earnings 
indicators which are often compared to the average 
weekly and hourly earnings data produced by SEPH. 
These two earnings indicators are referred to as the 
Labour Canada base wage rate settlements and the 
estimates of Wages and Salaries and Supplementary 
Labour Income produced by the Labour Division in 
Statistics Canada. 


Labour Canada’s wage rate indicator data include only 
unionized workers covered by major collective 
agreements representing 500 or more employees. For 
instance, the Labour Canada Base wage rate, as an 
indicator of wage change, covers about 10% of the 
overall SEPH employment. Therefore, the value and

Les estimations de 
I‘EERH constituent de meilleurs indicateurs des changements 
en matiére d’emploi pour les groupes détaillés d’activités 
économiques. 


Selon la CTI 1980 I’administration publique (811-837) 
comprend les établissements dont les activités ont un 
caractére essentiellement gouvernemental et les organismes 
auxiliaires assurant les services internes de I’Etat. Les services 
de la défense (811) sont exclus de Il’EERH sauf les employées 
Civils oeuvrant dans ce ministére. L’EERH publie des données 
pour l’administration publique par rapport a cette définition. 
Les établissements a caractére gouvernemental oeuvrant dans 
le domaine de la santé,|’éducation et le service des transports 
et de la communication sont classifiés par rapport a leur 
activité respective. La Division des institutions publiques (DIP), 
publie des données sur l’emploi pour les entités non- 
commercialles gérées par le gouvernement. 


Les ajustements quantifiables aux données de _ DIP 
comprennent les intervieweurs de Statistique Canada mais 
excluent le personnel militaire, les personnes travaillants, a 
l‘extérieur du Canada, en congé non payé et jes personnes 
dont l’activité est autre que l’administration publique. Les 
ajustements qui ne sont pas obtenus facilement, comprennent 
des différences dans la période de référence, les procédures et 
le traitement des périodes de paye supplémentaire. La Division 
du travail et la Division des institutions publiques font une 
réconciliation afin de s’assurer que les données soient 
compatibles. 


Gains 


Les utilisateurs optent généralement pour deux indicateurs de 
rémunération qui sont souvent comparé a la rémunération 
hebdomadaire et horaire produite par I’EERH. Ces deux 
indicateurs de rémunération représentent le taux salarial établi 
de Travail Canada et les estimations des salaires et traitements 
et du revenu supplémentaire du travail produites par la division 
du travail de Statistique Canada. 


Les données sur le taux salarial de base de Travail Cariada ne 
portent que sur les travailleurs syndiqués visés par des 
conventions collectives importantes représentant 500 
employés ou plus. Plus précisément, le taux de base de 
Travail Canada, qui sert d’indicateur de I’évolution des 
traitements, porte sur environ 10% de Il’ensemble des données 
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relevance of the Labour Canada base wage rate as an 
indicator of wage change should be carefully 
considered. The estimates of wages and salaries 
produced by the Labour Income Section are primarily 
based on annual T-4 supplementary administrative 
records provided by Revenue Canada Taxation which 
are projected forward on a monthly/quarterly basis 
using SEPH and LFS data. Supplementary Labour 
Income (SLI), which accounts for about 11% of total 
Labour Income, are not measured by SEPH. SLI 
includes employer contributions to pensions plans, 
medical and other welfare plans, Canadian and Quebec 
Pension Plan and workers’ compensation. The labour 
income estimates, which are a more comprehensive 
source of employment compensation, do not provide 
any information on wage rates. The SEPH data for 
average weekly/hourly earnings as well as Labour 
Canada’s base wage rate statistics are imperfect 
indicators of wage rate changes because they are 
Subject to compositional shifts by industries, by 
provinces and changes in underlying rates of pay. 


Comparability Over Time 


SEPH data have been historically corrected to produce 
consistent time series from January 1983 to date. 
The revised time series, which incorporated corrections 
for major discontinuities, reflect economic change over 
the 1983-1991 period. By reducing the statistical 
impacts of sampling and non-sampling errors, the 
SEPH historically-corrected series can be considered to 
be more consistent trend measures of payroll 
employment, earnings and paid hours. 


Products 
Seasonal Adjustment 


It is Common practice to publish most economic 
indicators in seasonally adjusted and unadjusted forms. 
Fluctuations in economic time series are caused by 
seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements. A 
seasonally-adjusted series is one from which seasonal 
movements have been eliminated. Seasonal 
movements are defined as those which are caused by 
regular annual events such as usual changes in 
weather, reduced or expanded production and the 
opening and closing of schools. Since these seasonal 
events follow a more or less regular pattern each year, 
their influence on statistical trends can be eliminated 
by adjusting the statistics from month-to-month. 
Seasonal adjustment is imperfect, so if a time series 
has irregular variation that is larger than the seasonal 
variation, the seasonally adjusted series will be a poor 
estimate.

L’EERH ne mesure pas le 
revenu supplémentaire du travail (RST), qui représente environ 
11% du revenu du travail total Le RST comprend les 
cotisations patronales aux régimes de retraite, aux régimes 
d’assurance-maladie et a d’autres régimes de prévoyance, au 
Régime de pensions du Canada, au Régime de rentes du 
Québec et a la caisse d’‘indemnisation des accidents du travail. 
Les estimations du revenu du travail, qui brossent un tableau 
plus complet de la rémunération du travail, ne fournissent pas 
de renseignements sur les taux de traitement. Les données de 
’EERH sur les gains hebdomadaires/horaires moyens et les 
données sur le taux salarial de base de Travail Canada sont des 
indicateurs imparfaits de |’évolution des taux de traitement du 
fait qu’elles sont touchées par des variations dans la répartition 
des unités selon l’activité Economique et la province, et par 
des changements dans les taux de rémunération sous-jacents. 


Comparabilité dans le temps 


Les données de I’EERH ont été corrigées a4 partir de janvier 
1983 de facgon a assurer la cohérence des_ séries 
chronologiques a date. Les séries chronologiques révisées, qui 
comportaient des ruptures importantes, donnent maintenant un 
meilleur apercu de |’évolution économique pour 1983-1991. 
Maintenant que _ \l’incidence statistique des erreurs 
d’échantillonnage et des erreurs non dues a |’échantillonnage 
a 6té réduite, les séries chronologiquement révisées de l‘EERH 
constituent des mesures plus cohérentes des tendances 
relatives a l’emploi, a la rémunération et aux heures de travail. 


Produits 
Désaisonnalisation 


Il est de pratique Courante de publier la plupart des indicateurs 
économiques sous forme désaisonnalisée et non 
désaisonnalisée. Les fluctuations relevées dans les séries 
chronologiques d’ordre économique sont causées par des 
mouvements saisonniers, cycliques et irréguliers. Dans une 
série désaisonnalisée, les mouvements saisonniers ont été 
supprimés. Les mouvements saisonniers sont définis comme 
étant ceux qui sont causés par des événements qui se 
produisent chaque année, par exemple les changements 
climatiques habituels, le ralentissement ou |l’accroissement de 
la production, et l’ouverture et la fermeture des établissements 
d’enseignement. Comme ces événements saisonniers se 
produisent a des intervalles annuelles assez réguliers, leur 
incidence sur les tendances statistiques peut étre supprimée en 
rectifiant les statistiques d’un mois a |’autre. 
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In the opinion of the Time Series Division of Statistics 
Canada, the unadjusted series will probably be a better 
estimate than the poorer seasonally adjusted series. 


Fixed-Weighted Earnings Index 


A set of fixed-weighted average hourly and weekly 
earnings index data has been constructed to deal with 
the impact of changes in the employment mix between 
industries, provinces/territories and salaried and hourly 
employees. This index provides a better indicator of 
the underlying trends in wage rates than the variable 
weighted earnings series. 


This data series corrects the compositional changes of 
employment by re-aggregating SEPH _ survey 
information using fixed rather than variable weights for 
the paid hours. Overtime is excluded because it is an 
important source of compositional change in some 
industries. Statistics Canada’s time base year for any 
index, such as the CPI, is 1986=100. Thus, for 
consistency purposes, the time base year for the fixed- 
weighted earnings index is the same. 


Diffusion Index 


The diffusion index measures the dispersion of change 
for the SEPH variables and represents the fraction of 
industries which had year-over-year increases in the 
value of a variable. The SEPH diffusion index data are 
available for selected industry groups for Canada 
employment, average weekly hours, average hourly 
earnings and average weekly earnings adjusted for 
inflation. 


The diffusion index can be used to assess how broad 
based a change in level is for SEPH variables such as 
employment or average weekly hours for the Industrial 
Aggregate. The index is particularly useful in analyzing 
trends in  cyclically-sensitive industries such as 
manufacturing and trade. 


Revision Policy 


On a monthly basis, the preliminary data will be 
revised in the following month. On an annual basis, 
seasonally-adjusted and raw data will be revised with 
the release of the December revised data for the 
calendar year. The SEPH Program will keep up to 4 
years open for revision to coincide with the revisions 
made every June by the Canadian System of National 
Accounts Divisions in Statistics Canada. 

From time to time, an historical revision is necessary 
for changes .related to new data sources and revised 
industry classifications and frame changes. 


La désaisonnalisation n’est pas parfaite; alors si une série 
chronologique présente des variations irréguliéres plus 
importantes que les variations saisonnié@res, cette série 
désaisonnalisée sera une pauvre estimation. D’‘aprés la 
Division des séries chronologiques de Statistique Canada, il est 
alors préférable d’utiliser une série non désaisonnalisée. 


Indice des gains & pondération fixe 


La série a pondération fixe des gains horaires et 
hebdomadaires moyens a été congue pour traiter l’impact des 
changements dans l’emploi entre; les industries, 
provinces/territoires, les employés et les employés payés a 
I’heure. Cet indices est un meilleur indicateur des tendances 
des gains a celles des gains pondérés. 


Il s‘agit d'une série de données qui corrige les changements 
dans la composition de I’emploi en groupant différemment les 
données de l’EERH au moyen d’une pondération fixe plut6t que 
variable pour les heures payés. Le temps supplémentaire est 
exclu parce que cet élément influe de facon considérable sur 
la composition de l'emploi pour certaines activités 
économiques. L’année de référence déterminée par Statistique 
Canada pour tout indice, par exemple I‘IPC, est 1986 =100. 
Par conséquent, c’est aussi celle qui a été établie pour l’indice 
des gains a pondération fixe, pour assurer la cohérence. 


Indice de diffusion 


L’indice de diffusion indique l’ampleur des changements 
intervenues au niveau des variables de |’EERH et représente la 
fraction des industries pour lesquelles on a enregistré une 
croissance annuelle de la valeur de cette variable. Les indices 
de diffusion rendus disponibles par |’EERH sont |’emploi au 
Canada, les heures hebdomadaires moyennes travaillées, la 
rémunération horaire et hebdomadaire moyenne aprés 
correction pour I’inflation. 


Les indices de diffusion permettent de repérer la tendance 
générale adoptée par les variables de l’enquéte tel que I’emploi 
ou les heures hebdomadaires moyennes pour |’ensemble des 
industries. L’indice est particuligrement apprécié dans 
l’‘analyse des tendances au niveau des industries plus sensibles 
au mouvements cycliques tel que _ 4les_ industries 
manufacturiéres et le commerce. 


Politique de révision 


Sur une base mensuelle, les données préliminaires seront 
révisées le mois suivant. Par contre, la révision des données 
désaisonnalisées et non-désaisonnalisées se fera sur une base 
annuelle, c’est-a-dire avec la parution des données révisées du 
mois de décembre de |’année en cours. Afin de coincider avec 
les révisions de juin de les divisions du Systéme canadien de 
comptabilité nationale de Statistique Canada, |I’EERH se 
réserve une période ouverte de quatre ans. 

A l‘occasion, une révision historique devient nécessaire. Cela 
est dO aux nouvelles sources de données, une classification 
d’industries révisées et au changement a la base de sondage.
